Tue Army AS A WAB PREVENTIVE. 

In the course of an address on the “legacies of war” 
made at the commencement exercises of Hobart College, 
Geneva, N.Y., on June 13, Major Gen. C. P. Sum- 
merall, U.S.A., made this reference to what the Regular 
Army did in the World War and pointed out what the 
people owed it. He said: “Not only was the Regular 
Army the reliance for making the first stand in battle, 
but it supplied the staff administration and the leader- 
ship, without which the manhood of the country would 
have been ineffective. With its tasks accomplished, it 
has resumed its place as an agency for preparedness and 
protection. In all fairness, it too has become a legacy 
of the war. While its value has been increased by ex- 
perience, it has qualified for a just claim to the good- 
will and even the gratitude of the people. No more 
should the wearers of the uniform, which is inseparable 
from the flag, be subjected to the ostracism so cruelly 
visited upon them in the days of peace, nor should the 
Military Establishment be made a target for unjust at- 
tacks and ignorant criticism. It is only through a ra- 
tional appreciation by the whole people of what the 
soldier and the Army mean to their country that there 
can result a sound legislative policy which will guaran- 
tee the numbers and the care essential to efficiency and 
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an Organized Reserve, embracing the manpower of the 
nation. Thus, alone, we can prevent the recurrence of 
war with its horrors and its inheritances.” 


THE HOWITZER FOR 1921. 


Smaller in size by nearly a hundred pages of text and 
illustrations than its recent predecessors, and bound in 
black, The Howitzer for 1921 makes its appearance giv- 
ing the impression that the Cadet Corps of the U.S. 
Military Academy have been sobered and disillusioned by 
events in the post-war period. This note is sounded in 
the Foreword, which reads: “We entered in the throes 
of a mighty conflict full of the hopes of deeds to be done 
and honors to be gained. In a breath the storm was 
abated and we faced only the dull, sordid aftermath of 
war. But the driving force was not gone. Uncertain 
as our future was, we felt that it was not to be one of 
empty honors, and that it was to be founded not upon 
the sands but upon the rocks. When the evening of that 
future approaches. with eyes dimmed by the mists of 
time, we shall look back on our life here as one of the 
most glorious periods of our careers. We shall never 
tire of remembering the events of our cadet days which 
played so important a part in these careers. And to 
span this chasm of time we are making a bridge—a 
Howitzer, which, in the days to come, will bring us 
nearer to the corps.” 

Place of honor is given in this issue of The Howitzer 
to a full-page portrait of the late Lieut. Col. Edwin R. 
Stuart, U.S.A., who was professor of drawing at West 
Point, a legend on the opposite page telling of “the 
loving memory” in which colonel Stuart is held by the 
Cadet Corps. The first section of the cadets’ annual 
is given over to the administrative department with 
photographs of Brig. Gen. Douglas MacArthur, Super- 
intendent and Commandant, of the military staff. and of 
the heads of the several academic departments. Twenty- 
nine pages are devoted to the corps organization, the 
title page to this division of the book being an unusually 
handsome and effective drawing of a color guard. The 
first two pages in this section show the corps organiza- 
tion of the Corps of Cadets in table form, following 
which are photographs and rosters of the staff and of 
the cadet companies from A to M inclusive. The His- 
tory of the Class of 1921 gives the reasons, historical 
and legislative, as to why only seventeen members form 
the Class of ’21 and then follow the portraits and in- 
dividual personal sketches of the class members from 
Milo Glen Cary, familiarly known as “Major General,” 
to Burwell Baylor Wilkes, 3d, otherwise known as 
“B.B.” Three pages are given to the 1921-1922 Class 
Organization; thirteen to those details of class history 
which are more personal than historically accurate; and 
it takes two pages to record the “casualties” of ’21. 

The story of the Class of 1923 fills twenty-three pages 
and includes a description of the tour of the class at 
Camp Dix, the “Yearling Hike,” and the casualties. 
Class roll and casualties precede the record of the Class 
of 1924, the onening section of which is set down in the 
form of an official Army report with a broader latitude 
of language, however, than is customary in the Service. 
There are thirty-one full-page views of West Point, in- 
eluding interior views of Cullum Hall, the mess room, 
the two chapels and the Ordnance museum. The me- 
morial tablet page bears the names of Colonel Stuart, 
who died March 8, 1920; Cadet Denis Bumker Totten, 
Class of 1923, died Jan. 7, 1921; and Cadet James Loebe 
Baum, Class of 1922, died March 12, 1921. And the 
next two pages are devoted to a memorial tribute to 
Edward S. Denton. who died Oct. 19, 1920; who went 
to West Point in 1876 at the request of General Ruger 
to take charge of general supplies for officers and cadets; 
and who was widely known as a scientist, writer and 
artist. : 

The remaining part of the text is devoted to describ- 
ing the “Hundredth Night” entertainment with some 
excellent pictures of the members of the cast: to ath- 
leties, including football. baseball, intramural games, 
polo, and the lamentable Army-Navy football game. 
There is a humorous section and a page*of Army songs 
and yells. In making acknowledgments to various help- 
ing hands the Howitzer board specifically mention 
“Majors W. A. Ganoe and S. B. Buckner, jr., for their 
tolerance in the capacity of censors and promptness in 
returning copy, and Major Ganoe for his helpful sug- 
gestions.” °21 may be the smallest West Point class in 
many years, but it can feel just as proud of its issue of 
The Howitzer as if it had 170 members instead of only 
one-tenth that number. 
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OPINIONS OF J.A.G. OF THE ARMY. 
Army Officers as Civil Court Witnesses. 


Relative to a request of the commanding officers of 
the Fitzsimons General Hospital for an opinion in refer- 
ence to a Medical officer of his command being forced to 
obey a subpoena from the city court of Denver, Colo., 
in the capacity of an expert witness in a case in which he 
had no personal knowledge, the J.A. i 





G. in an opinion 
states: “Under Army Regulations 996%4 an officer who 
receives a summons to attend as witness will first re- 
quest authority from his commanding officer. Such au- 
thority should always We given except where the exi- 
gencies of the military Service are such as to make it 
necessary to refuse. Therefore, even if an officer has no 
personal knowledge of a case he should be permitted to 
attend as a witness if the civil court insists.” 


Warrant Officers on Flight Duty. 

An opinion was requested whether warrant officers 
may be placed on duty requiring them to participate 
regularly and freauently in aerial flights under Sec. 13a, 
act of June . This request was based upon the 
request of the commanding officers of the 2d Aero Squad- 
ron, Fort Mills, P.I., that Warrant Officer J. W. Cor- 
coran be anpounced ip orders so to participate. The 
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opinion of the J.A.G. states that Sec. 13a does not pro- 
vide for warrant officers in the Air Service, but, on the 
other hand, it does not contemplate that they should be 
members of any particular branch of the Service. War- 
rant officers are appointed in the Army at large and it 
is not necessary that they be component members of the 
Air Service to be placed on flight duty. Army Regula- 
tions 1269%4 provides for detail of officers and enlisted 
men other than personnel of the Air Service on flight 
duty; it does not specifically refer to warrant officers, 
but there is no reason why they, if otherwise qualified, 
should be excluded from the benefits of the statute. 


Flying Pay for Officer in Hospital. 


The opinion of the J.A.G. was desired as to the right 
of an Air Service officer receiving flying pay while in a 
hospital under treatment for injuries received during a 
flight. The officer in question was Major A. W. Robins, 
A.S. The J.A.G. states: It seems that Major Robins 
was injured Jan. 3, 1921, and is still in hospital. The 
Comptroller’s ruling is that the right to continuance of 
flying pay, under Sec. 13a, act of June 4, 1920, during 
temporary disability depends upon the continuance of 
the flying duty status and the resumption of actual flights 
after termination of the disability, and is limited to the 
first thirty days after disability was incurred and then 
only if actual flying was resumed soon thereafter. Hence, 
Major Robins is entitled to flying pay only until date of 
accident ; since more thap three months have elapsed, 3 
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future resumption of flying will only entitle him to fly- 
ing pay from date of resumption. 


Certification by Army Field Clerks. 


Whether the certificate of an Army field clerk on 
public vouchers is legally acceptable was a question 
asked of the J.A.G. The latter’s opinion is as follows: 
At the time Army Regulations 632 was promulgated, the 
word officer had a well defined meaning; that is, a com- 
missioned officer. But, although an Army field clerk is 
an officer, he is not a commissioned one, and this office 
is of the opinion that certification by an Army field 
clerk is not sufficient. 

Confirmation of C.M. Sentence. 

On the question propounded by the eommanding officer 
of the 16th Cavalry relative to the case of an officer who 
was tried for shortage in troop fund and sentenced to 
dismissal, forfeiture and confinement, the J.A.G. has 
rendered the opinion that in view of Pub. Res. 64, Par. 
378, M.C.M., must be followed and the sentence con- 
firmed by the President before it is carried into execu- 
tion. There is no regulation specifically forbidding pay- 
ment of an officer while awaiting trial or result of trial, 
but his pay and -allowances are subject to stoppage to 
reimburse the troop fund, such stoppage having prece- 
dence over the court-martial forfeiture. 


ARMY UNIFORM CHANGES. 
reference to recent announcement of certain 
the uniform regulations, “A. B. Aker” 
writes: “It is amusing to note the kind dispensation 
granted in regard to ‘olive drab cuffs.’ Some, however, 
will resent it; no longer can one merely sponge off the 
edges of his white celluloid cuffs after a hard day’s 
work, and then be all ready for whatever social func- 
tion or ceremony the evening may bring forth. As to 
guards on spur-straps; why do they pester us along that 
line? With a straight top boot-they should not be worn. 
but with the popular and practical boot which laces over 


the instep, the detachable leather guards on the spur- 
strap protect the laces and cover the knot, and for those 
purposes are well werth while; the spur- strap guards are 
also desirable when spurs are worn with shoes and 
leggins. 

“As many of your correspondents have pointed out, 
a great majority of both officers and enlisted men are

* disguested with being compelled to wear the service 
uniform, morning, noon, and night, every day in the 
year. One reason advanced from Washington for this 


unpopular requirement was that there are too many 
new young officers in the Army who could not afford to 
provide themselves with a dress uniform; I have asked 
many such officers how they felt about it, "and invariably 
have been informed that they want such a change of 
uniform so much that they would gladly make any nec- 
essary sacrifice to obtain it; and their wives have echoed 
such sentiments. If they do give us a blue dress uni- 
form again, however, let uS hope that they will change 
the. bell-hop braided effect to the old military brass 
buttons. 

“One more point, the overcoat; at present, we have 
a dull, ugly overcoat, not practicable for field wear and 
unsightly for garrison. And we have no uniform rain- 
coat. Why not a presentable heavy overcoat for garri- 
son wear, and a field overcoat made on the lines of the 
‘trench coat?’ The latter made a big hit with the many 
who wore it during the World War. It could readily 
be made a combination raincoat and field overcoat, by 
having a detachable blanket lining and sheepskin collar. 
The Navy and Marines have dress uniform, and permis- 
sion to wear civilian clothes when off duty. That the 
Army soon may be shown similar consideration is the 
wish of about ninety-nine per cent. of us.” 





A Criticism of Uniform Tailoring. 

A lieutenant colonel of Infantry writes: “Will some- 
one tell me why it is that the American tailors cannot 
make a good looking uniform? I have been in the Ser- 
vice over twenty years and I have tried several of the 
so-called ‘best’ tailors and have observed the product 
of the other expensive tailors and it is seldom that I 
have seen a uniform that is cut on good military lines. 
In contrast to this I notice the uniforms worn by officers 
returning from Germany and it is a pleasure to see 
such smart, well-made uniforms. And the prices which 
are paid over there are reasonable. Of course it is rec- 
ognized that prices in America must be higher, but my 
experience has been that no matter what one pays, it is 
not possible to get a real military uniform. The prin- 
cipal object in mind of the tailors seems to be to save 
cloth and accordingly they make the coat so tight that 
one cannot expand the chest nor raise the arms ;- like- 
wise the breeches must be so tight that the knee joint 
is rendered useless. And as for the length of coat and 
‘overlap’ as required by regulations—such extravagances 
are absolutely ignored.”

To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Has anything been done, or can anything be done, to 
alleviate the hardship worked on a small group of offi- 
cers who were penalized because they were Regulars 
when the Army Reorganization was made? This group 
of captains (chaplains), temporary, were demoted some- 
where around the time their brothers of the National 
Army and Guard were discharged. Those of the former 
who were demoted will stay so until they have completed 
five years’ service, for “it was so nominated in the 
bond.” Twenty-odd National Army or National Guard 
chaplains re-entered the Service and received captaincies. 
They were thirty-five years of age or over and it was 
considered that they had had enough experience to war- 
rant the captaincy. There were a number of Regulars 
of longer service, also thirty-five years of age, who, as 





near as the writer can make out, had but one thing 
against them—previous service in the Regular Army. 
There are few thirty-five-year“old lieutenants these 
days, fortunately for them. Bromidie as it may sound, 
“the cost of living,” makes it about prohibitive for an 
officer to get by on a lieutenant’s wage unless he be a 
bachelor. Usually a matter of this kind needs but to be 
brought to the attention of “the powers that be” to 
have it remedied. It is“ with the hope that this item 
may come to the attention of the proper authorities for 
correction, that on behalf of the officers mentioned, this

Pay oF RETIRED ENLISTED MEN. 

From Fort Moultrie, 8.C., a correspondent writes that 
many of the men of the coast defenses there are strongly 
in favor of the proposed plan to give enlisted men of the 
Army, after a service of twenty-five years, monthly pay 
ranging from $100 to $150, through compulsory deduc- 
tions from the pay of those on the active list. He says: 
“Deductions might logically be apportioned according 
to length of service on the way to retirement privileges; 
a sum might be withdrawn from each man’s pay equal 
to fifty cents (e.g.) for every month served in the Army 
to date; men of twenty-five years’ service, on the date 
of passage of such a bill, could pay into the fund such 
a sum as would equal the amount that would be col- 
lected monthly, during the service of twenty-five years 
—$150. at fifty cents per month. This sum might be 
doubled, or quadrupled, if it were found necessary > 
enlarge the fund sufficiently to admit of beginning 
ments immediately according to the new pay sch ~ 4 
This is a reasonable and Government-expense-saving 
»lan to better the condition of retired enlisted men of all 
ranches of the Army and Navy, of material advantage 
_re to the Government and the ae enlisted person- 
nel.’ 
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ARMY NOTES. 
Prompt Army Flood Relief Work. 


The United States Army has spared no effort te co- 
operate in every possible manner in aiding the sufferers 
from the destructive flood at Pueblo and other points in 
Colorado, and all facilities of the Army in the 8th Corps 
Area headquarters, at Fort Sam Houston, Texas, Major 
Gen. Joseph T. Dickman commanding; and the 9th 
Corps Area headquarters at San Francisco, Calif., Brig. 
Gen. Richard M. Blatchford commanding, were promptly 
placed at the disposal of the authorities of Colorado. As- 
sistance was sent from Fort Logan, Colo.; Fort D. A. 
Russell, Wyo., and Fort Douglas, Utah, which included 
medical officers, medical stores, nurses, tents, blankets, 
ete., and enlisted men to help in their distribution. In- 
structions were telegraphed from Washington to the 
commanding officer at Fort Douglas, near Salt Lake 
City, Utah, to co-operate with the Chamber of Com- 
merce of that city, in equipping a special relief train to 
be sent to Pueblo. In rendering this assistance the 
Army has again added to its long record of prompt relief 
work in great disasters in time of peace. Representa- 
tive Guy U. Hardy, of Colorado, whose district includes 
Pueblo, received a telegram from Pueblo, June 6, which 
stated that the estimate of total property and crop dam- 
age between Cajion City and state line is from $15,000,- 
000 to $20,000,000. Damage in Pueblo City and county 
alone will total $6,000,000 to $8,000,000, it was said. 


Safeguards for F.A. Ammunition, 

Renewed effort is being made by the War Department 
to have Field Artillery ammunition, when shipped to the 
different states for the National Guard, stored in. con- 
tainers with the proper safeguards to prevent premature 
explosion and damage. The Secretary of War has 
directed that in the future all requisitions for this class 
of ammunition for initial allowance to be shipped to Na- 
tional Guard organizations must be accompanied by a 
certificate from the Field Artillery instructor, or other 
qualified officer of the Regular Army, giving a descrip- 
tion of the magazine or storage place and stating that 
it affords ample protection for the ammunition. The 
officer is also to certify that in case of accident, sur- 
rounding buildings would not be endangered from explo- 
sion. The National Guard will be refused shipment of 
Field Artillery ammunition unless this certificate is 
furnished. Adjutants general have been informed of 


this, and are advised to use every precaution in storing 
ammunition. 
U.S.A.T. Cantigny Again in Service. 

The U.S.A.T. Cantigny is making its first trip to the 
Panama Canal since the repair of a broken low pres- 
sure turbine which gave way some distance out from 
New York city, on Feb. 7. The Cantigny has been in 
New York harbor since then, undergoing repairs. Sev- 
eral of the transports turned over to the Army Trans- 
portation Service by the U.S. Shipping Board were 
equipped with the same kind of propelling mechanism. 
Four of them are now being operated by the Transporta- 
tion Service, but it is understood this mechanical weak- 
ness has been corrected as a result of its disclosure in 
the Cantigny. 

Transfer of O.R.C. Officers to Finance Dept. 

The Finance Department is now prepared, in view of 
instructions issued by The A.G.O. under date of April 
11, to receive by transfer into the Finance Section of 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps, officers who have been com- 
missioned in other sections. There are many officers who, 
due to the absence of a Finance Section at the time of 
their discharge, were commissioned in another section of 
the Reserve Corps. The Chief of Finance will be glad to 
receive their applications for transfer. A board has 
been convened in the office of the Chief of Finance to 
pass upon all applications before final approval. It is 
required by regulations that applications either be initi- 
ated by the officer desiring transfer or by the chief of 
the branch in which he is serving and should be for- 
warded to The Adjutant General of the Army through 
proper channels. 

Issue 1912 Lariat Recommended Discontinued. 

The Cavalry Board has recommended that the issue 
of the 1912 lariat be discontinued, replacing it with the 
lariat of 1905. The 1905 lariat is made of braided cot- 
ton cord while the 1912 is of webbing construction. The 
Chief of Cavalry concurs with the Cavalry Board's rec- 
ommendation, but further recommends that the lariat 
model 1905, with strap, be not issued. 

Cavalry Ammunition and Anti-Aircraft Sights. 

The Cavalry Board has advised that the recommen- 
dations of the Infantry be accepted for the Cavalry in 
regard to design and,characteristics of .50 caliber am- 
munition and forward area anti-aircraft sights. Major 
W. R. Scott, office of the Chief of Infantry, has gone 
to Camp Benning to advise with members of the In- 
fantry Board there in regard to this class of ammunition 
and equipment, and also .50-caliber ammunition. He 
will study, with them, developments of various types of 
grenades, bombs, Infantry howitzer and other equip- 
ment. 

Phillips Pack Saddle Test. 

The office of the Chief of Cavalry has received a com- 
plete report, together with photographs, of the Phillips 
pack saddle which is to be tested against the Simmons 
pack saddle by a Cavalry unit during extended practice 
march some time after July 1. This equipment is now 
ready for shipment at Jeffersonville, Ind., but is held up 
awaiting transportation funds which will be available 
after July 1.

DrrREcTORY OF DEAD IN NATIONAL CEMETERIES. 

The purpose of the Senate J.R. 65, introduced on 
May 26 by Senator Frelinghuysen, of New Jersey, in 
relation to certain national cemeteries, is to provide an 
official directory of the names of the dead lying in those 


cemeteries every five years, to allow a wider latitude of 
admissions for interment, and to broaden the regulations 
relative to inscriptions on tombstones and monuments. 
In support of the resolution it is stated that the area 
of Arlington National Cemetery is about 400 acres and 
that there is a large adjoining area owned by the Gov- 
ernment which can be used as an addition, so that it is 
estimated that many generations will pass before the 
cemetery is filled. In relation to inscriptions on tomb- 
stones and monuments it is declared the War Depart- 
ment regulations are restrictive and prohibitory. Numer- 
ous instances are cited of distinguished soldiers whose 
remains were buried in private cemeteries in consequence 
of these regulations, notably Gen. Benjamin Harrison, 
former President of the United States and a former 
United States Senator, and Gen. Benjamin F. Tracy, 
ex-Secretary of the Navy. Both are said to have al- 
ways cherished a preference to be placed alongside their 
war veteran comrades. In the case of Col. William 
Pitt Kelloggs, who was buried in Arlington, it re- 
quired a special order from the Secretary of War to 
have the inscription on his monument show that he was 
governor of Louisiana and a United States’ Senator. It 
is insisted by those supporting the resolution that such 
a restriction can only be regarded as a penalty to a war 
veteran who has rendered eminent service to the nation. 
In addition to providing for a directory of names the 
resolution would extend interment rights to all those who 
have served as the constitutional Commander-in-Chief of 
the Army and Navy of the U.S., all officers and enlisted 
men of the National Guard and Naval Militia, on the 
active or retired lists or who have been separated honor- 
ably from the respective services, all residents in the 
U.S. who have served in the military and naval forces 
of the Allies in the late war, all officers and other per- 
sons of the Public Health Service and Coast and Geo- 
detic Survey who hold relative or assimilated rank with 
officers of the Army and Navy, and all enrolled Navy 
nurses having same relative status as Army nurses. It 
would make it lawful to have inscribed upon monuments 
highest rank, substantive and brevet, held, and other 
offices held, Federal, state judiciary and other ~ high 
offices. 
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BELGIAN DECORATIONS FOR 27TH DIVISEON. 

One of the prettiest ceremonies witnessed on the New 
York state camp ground near Peekskill for some years 
was the review of the 23d Infantry, N.Y.N.G., Col. T. 
H. Fairservis, on June 5, by Baron De Cartier de 
Marchienne, the Belgian Ambassador to the United 
States. Incident to the review Baron De Cartier on 
behalf of the King of Belgium presented decorations 
and citations to Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan, 27th Divi- 
sion, U.S.A., and a number of members of his staff and 
to a number of officers and men of the old 106th In- 
fantry (former 23d), and 107th Infantry (old 7th), 
and other organizations who served in Belgium and 
performed gallant and conspicuous service. The Am- 
bassador in making the presentations made an-interest- 
ing address to the regiment, in which he praised the work 
of the 27th Division and specially the 106th Infantry 
who served with it. He expressed deep gratitude and 
admiration, on behalf of the King, for those soldiers 
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who had fought in Belgium and helped the Belgians 
and their British and French allies to put the enemy to 
rout. Among those who received the decorations and 
citations were the following: Col. F. W. Ward, a former 
commander of 106th Regiment; Lieutenant Colonel 
Wainwright, Assistant Secretary of War, staff 27th 
Division; Lieut. Col. Edward Olmstead, staff, 27th Di- 
vision; Lieut. L. C.’ Brennan, 106th Inf.; Major Gen- 
eral O’Ryan, commanding 27th Division; Lieut. Col. 
Morris Liebman, deceased, of 105th Infantry; Col. Wil- 
liam A. Taylor, 106th; Brig. Gen. Charles R. De- 
bevoise, colonel of the 107th; Brig. Gen. Edgar S. Jen- 
nings, former colonel of the 108th; Brig. Gen. C. Van- 
derbilt, of 102d Engrs.; Col. William Starr, assistant 
chief of staff, 27th Division; Capt. Frank Hanscom, of 
the 106th; Brig. Gen. J. L. Kincaid, former lieutenant 
colonel, 27th Division. Colonel Fairservis received the 
cross of the officers of the Crown of Belgium for his ser- 
vices as adjutant of the old 23d before it went over- 
seas and in helping organize the new 23d to take its 
place, and in bringing it up to a point of high military 
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excellence as its present colonel. 





GERMAN EX-SUBMARINE COMMANDER ACQUITTED. 

Lieut. Karl Neumann, who commanded the German 
submarine which sank the British hospital ship Dover 
Castle during the World War, causing the death of 
many wounded and sick persons and others, was unani- 
mously pronounced not guilty by the Supreme Court of 
Germany, before whom he was tried at Leipsic, says a 
press message from that city. Lieutenant Neumann ad- 
mitted having torpedoed the ship twice, but said he did 
so on orders from the German Admiralty Staff, from 
which he had received specific orders.

- To WiTuHpRAW MILITARY GOVERNMENT, SAN DoMINGo. 


Announcement was made at the State Department on 
June 7 that negotiations with the Dominican Republic 
had reached the point of decision and that a proclama- 
tion would be issued as _soon as it was physically pos- 
sible to withdraw the military government of the United 
States and substitute for it one of the people of the re- 
public. _ It was estimated that the military government 
could be terminated within eight months and the native 
government established. 
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JAPANESE NAVAL GARRISONS WITHDRAWN. 

The Minister of the Navy in the Japanese government, 
it was officially announced on June 3, says an Associated 
Press dispatch from Tokio, has ordered the withdrawal 
of the naval garrisons from the islands in the South 
Pacific, including the Island of Yap, leaving the protec- 
tion of the islands, including the wireless installation, 
to the police force attached to the civil administration. 
It was added that several destroyers will remain in the 
waters as guardships. 
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Factors 1N R.O.T.C. EFFIcitency. 

Various officers representing respective chiefs of 
branches of the Army at Washington recently have 
made extended inspections of R.O.T.C. units throughout 
the country, in every case returning enthusiastic and 
optimistic over the work. It is stated that many officers 


commanding Regular troops look upon R.O.T.C. work 
with a lack of appreciation of the high grade military 
training that is actually being done and that many con- 
sider an officer detailed as a professor of wilitary science 
and tactics is on the road to retrogression as an officer. 
Those who have visited the schools, and who are well 
informed on the subject, declare the drills performed by 
some of the R.O.T.C. units rival those of any Regular 
troops, and that an officer instructor of the R.O.T.C. is 
placed almost entirely on his own responsibility and 
initiative, and that it requires the best officers to meet 
the demands thrust upon them ‘in such a position. If 
the P.M.S. and T. lacks either personality or soldierly 
qualities his weakness is quickly revealed, for he cannot, 
under such circumstance, successfully discharge the 
duties and the unit fails to develop as it should. The 
training efficiency of the R.O.T.C. is said to have in- 
ereased 100 per cent. within the last year, and this ac- 
complishment is due almost entirely to the character of 
the officers responsible for that training. Although there 
are some units not quite up to the mark, the great ma- 
jority of them have attained a high state of efficiency. 
Officers who have observed the work state that success 
or failure depends principally upon the officer detailed 
to a particular institution, for unless he is enthusiastic 
and proceeds with an absolute determination to gain de- 
sired results, mingling with the students in their various 
college activities, a unit will not advance. Taking into 
consideration the fact that Congress has determined upon 
the policy of maintaining a reduced enlisted strength in 
the Regular Army, it would seem the R.O.T.C. efforts 
should be encouraged and enthusiastically supported. No 
indication is manifested in Congress of any effort or de- 
sire to reduce the officer personnel, the idea apparently 
being that officers in peace time should devote much of 
their effort to training civilians for military duty, thus 
providing a potential military force that could easily 
be mobilized in case of a national emergency. The R.O. 
T.C. offers excellent opportunities to teach military duty 
to many of the finest, most intelligent and physically fit 
young men of the country. They would make excellent 
officer material if needed, and the military training they 
receive, in college, whether they finish the entire course 
or not, unquestionably will create a favorable impres- 
sion upon those with whom they come in contact in civil 
life. Judging from results already attained, R.O.T.C. 
units merit the undivided encouragement and support of 
the War Department, the Regular Army, and every one 
interested in advancing military preparedness for pro- 
tection of the country. 








Secrerary WEEKS SETTLES Arr SERVICE FRICTION. 
Subsequent to the receipt of the news related in the 
article on “Army Air Service Matters,” printed on page 
1135, Secretary Weeks made an announcement on June 
17 in which he stated that Major Gen. Charles T. Meno- 
her, Chief of Air Service, had withdrawn his recommen- 


dation for the relief of Brig. Gen. William Mitchell, sub- 
mitted to the Secretary on June 8, at the request of Mr. 


Weeks. In making the announcement the Secretary ° 


stated that the recommendation made by General Meno- 
her was based upon reasons submitted with a letter 
which, in the opinion of the Secretary, justified his 
action. Mr. Weeks, ‘ever, believing that in the in- 
terests of the Air Sr and of the Government itself 
such action would »e vudesirable and unfortunate at 
this time has been able tu secure a satisfactory readjust- 
ment of the difficulties. “General Menoher was selected 
to be Chief of the Air Service,” Mr. Weeks said, “‘be- 
cause he was a man of fine fighting record in France, a 
man of good judgment and a very capable executive. He 
is not only the nominal but the actual head of the Air 
Service, and as such is responsible for all policies in 
that department. General Mitchell was selected for 
duty as assistant to General Menoher because of his 
fine flying record in France and because he was pri- 
marily a flier. His personal knowledge of flying was 


thus put at the disposal of General Menoher in the train- 
ing of the personnel of the Army Air Service.” The Sec- 
retary said it was his desire, and that he intends to ac- 
complish that desire, to utilize the excellent qualities of 
both these officers to the fullest extent, each in his spe- 
cial sphere, but that he holds General Menoher respon- 
sible for the entire conduct of the Air Service as its 
legal and actual head. Finally, said the Secretary, it is 
clearly understood by both Generals Menoher and Mit- 
chell that the actions of the latter, which were the rea- 
sons for General Menoher’s recommendation for the re- 
lief of General Mitchell, will not be repeated. 


laren Work RerorMs IN THE ARMY. 

We are indebted to an Army officer for the oppor- 
tunity of giving credit where it is due and for acknowl- 
cdging an unintentional slight to which he calls atten- 
tion in the article in our issue of June 4, page 1078, rela- 
tive to the dismissal of a clerk in The Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Office. In noting the administrative accomplish- 
ments of the present Adjutant General of the Army and 
the inauguration of certain administrative reforms, it 
should have been stated that many of these changes were 
made while Col. Henry P. McCain occupied the office of 
The Adjutant General and while the then Col. Peter C. 
Ilarris was in charge of the Publication Division, hence 
many of the administrative reforms were inaugurated 
prior to General McCain’s relief on Aug. 26, 1918, and 
should be credited to the able administration of General 
McCain. It is pointed out that while he was The Ad- 
jutant General of the Army, General McCain always 
looked upon his staff as a team and held that the great 
office of The A.G. of the Army, as an organization, was 
much greater than any individual in it. Colonel (now 
General) Harris, however, has always been credited 
with the initiation of much of the improvements in 
methods of Army paper work while in charge of the 
Publication Division, under General McCain. - When 
Colonel Harris was appointed a brigadier general of the 
line in the National Army on Dec. 17, 1917, he was re- 
tained in the office of The Adjutant General until ap- 
pointed to succeed General McCain in order that he 
might complete the general plan of the reduction of 
paper work in the Army, under the direction of The 
Adjutant General, General McCain. Many improve- 
ments in paper work, however, had been contemplated 
or initiated even before the day of General’s McCain 
and Harris, and their mception and execution was the 
work of many individuals; team work it was and is, 
yet the team leader must always be the vital factor. We 
feel that the friends of General McCain realize, as we 
do, that his administration of the office of The Adjutant 
General is one of the most brilliant pages of his uni- 
formly fine record. General McCain is a shining ex- 
ample of an officer whose equipment and efficiency are 
adjusted as readily to staff duty as to duty in the line. 
His work in The Adjutant General’s Office won him 
the sincere admiration of the permanent commissioned 
personnel, while his accomplishments at Devens, Mass., 
as major general commanding a divisional camp, carried 
on that admiration to hundreds of emergency officers 
and thousands of enlisted men by whom he was justly 
regarded as a commanding officer of the type that builds 
great armies of loyal and patriotic troops. 
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PRESIDENT ANNULS ARMY HARNESS CONTRACTS. 

Acting on the advice of Attorney General Daugherty, 
President Harding has annuled the contracts made by 
the War Department in September, 1920, with the U.S. 
Harness Co. of Ranson, W. Va., covering the entire sur- 
plus of harness, harness equipment, spare parts and cut 
leather in the possession of the Q.M. Corps at the time 
the contract was made. The value of this material has 
been variously estimated as from $27,000,000 to $150,- 
000,000. The Attorney General gave the opinion that 
the contracts violated sections of the Criminal Code 
which prohibited officers or employees of the Govern- 
ment from having an interest in Government property 
or contracts. The principal officers of the harness com- 
pany were emergency Army officers in the war. In mak- 
ing an announcement of the President’s action on June 
15 Secretary of War Weeks said the contracts had been 
made by the Director of Sales with the approval of 
former Secretary of War Baker, adding: “The facts, 
developed by the Attorney General, led him to the con- 
clusion that these contracts had been entered into as a 
result of a conspiracy on the part of certain former tem- 
porary officers of. the Army to secure these contracts 
and the control of large stocks of harness on hand for 
their own benefit.” 
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N.G. Grow1ne Too RaApPimpty ror Funps AVAILABLE. 

The Militia Bureau is much concerned over what is 
to be done for the National Guard. New organizations 
are reporting so rapidly, having fulfilled the require- 
ments for Federal recognition, that there is no possibility 
of making Federal funds, as estimated for the next fiscal 
year, provide for the needs of the National Guard. It 
is calculated that if the present Army Appropriation 
bill becomes a law, with the sum it provides for such 
purpose there would not be funds enough available to 
do more than take care of the National Guard units al- 
ready extended Federal recognition. Some consideration 
is given the suggestion that no further units receive 
Federal allotments of funds. Another suggestion is to 
request Congress to provide additional appropriations 
sufficient to take care of the steady growth of the Guard, 
which at the present rate perhaps would require an ad- 
ditional $4,000,000. In the meantime there are approxi- 
mately 122,000 National Guardsmen in the present or- 
ganizations and it is estimated this number will be in- 
ereased to 140,000 by the end of the year, within the 
recognized units. 
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FREE EXAMINATIONS FoR CAMP CANDIDATES. 

The War Department announced on June 16 that free 
physical examination by any physician of the Public 
Health Service will be given to candidates for the citi- 
zens’ military training camps. The Health Service has 
140 stations and any man who desires to attend camp 
may secure the necessary physical test by taking his 
application to the nearest Public Health Service sta- 
tion. This arrangement is made in order that candidates 
may be saved the expense of examination by civilian 
physicians. Arrangements are being completed whereby 
candidates may be examined by Medical Reserve Corps 
officers. Examinations are also given at military posts, 
camps and stations.

ARMY NOTES. 
Chief of Finance, War Department Budget Officer, 

Orders issued by direction of the Secretary of War on 
June 13 designate Brig. Gen. Herbert M. Lord, Chief of 
Finance, as budget officer for the War Department un- 
der the provisions of the Budget Accounting act, ap- 
proved June 10, 1921. He will continue as such until 
further orders. The designation is made under Sec. 214 
of this act, which provides: “The head of each depart- 
ment and establishment shall designate an official there- 
of as budget officer thereof, who. in cach year and under 
his direction and on or before a date fixed by him, shall 
prepare the departmental estimates. Such budget offi- 
cer shall also prepare, under the direction of the head 
of the department or establishment, such supplemental 
and deficiency estimates as may be required for its work.” 

General Farnsworth’s Inspection Tour. 

Major Gen. Charles S. Farnsworth, Chief of Infantry, 
with Lieut. Col. Harry L. Cooper, Inf., has returned 
to Washington from an inspection of camps and forts in 
the northeastern section of the country. ‘Uhey first went 
to Camp Grant, thence eastward along the Great Lakes 
to Forts Sheridan, Porter, Niagara, Ontario, Madison 
Barracks, Plattsburg Barracks, Camp Devens and Fort 
Jay. In speaking of the trip General Farnsworth said: 
“We found the troops in a very good state of morale at 
these camps, somewhat better contentment being mani- 
fested at the smaller posts than at the camps, due to 
better living conditions. ‘Che winter training seems to 
have been satisfactory and all these camps are now 
starting on their outdoor work, including target prac- 
tice. At one post they have completed target practice 
and made an average of 89 per cent., nine per cent. more 
than is required.” The itinerary included the Univer- 
sity of Illinois and the Culver Military Academy, where 
General Farnsworth reports the R.O.T.C. units are mak- 
ing a very satisfactory showing. “I was especially 
struck,” he said, “with the physical development of the 
boys and more especially with the uniformity of their 
development. Development is not confined to a few 
special athletes, but is general.” 


Eligibility for General Staff College Ertended. 

Extension of eligibility for detail to the General Staff 
College has been approved by Secretary of War Weeks 
to include officers not under forty-eight ycars old, of 
established suitability for higher command, to enter the 
college. This is an amendment of sub-paragraph 1, pro- 
visions c, G.O. No. 56, W.D., 1920, the amended para- 
graph reading: Graduates of the General Staff School 
or the Army Staft College whose suitability for higher 
training in command or staff duty, or both, has beca 
fully established by their work at the schools, or gradu- 
ates thereof whose subsequent records are such as to 
justify their detail; also, other officers not less than 
forty-eight years of age whose suitability for higher 
training in command duty has been fully established by 
their work in the Army. 


Efficiency Reports Due on June 30. 

Corps area and department commanders were notified 
on June 14 by telegraph that Par. 829, Army Regula- 
tions, had been amended so as to require the rendition 
of efficiency reports on June 30 of each year instead of 
on Dec. 31, as at present prescribed. The commanders 
have been notified to take the necessary steps to inform 
all officers serving within the territorial limits of their 
commands to this effect. Similar action will be taken 
by The Adjutant General with regard to officers on duty 
within the District of Columbia. 

Strength of Chaplains in Army. 

By reason of the confirmation of Chaplains James L. 
Griffes and John M. Moose (majors) in the grade of 
lieutenant colonel, the Army has now one chaplain io 
the grade of colonel (John T. Axton, Chief of Chap-, 
lains), nine in the grade of lieutenant colonel, eight in 
the grade of major, forty-two in the grade of captain and 
125 in the grade of first lieutenant. 

Board to Mark Battleficlds in Europe. 

The board of officers detailed by Sccretary Weeks to 
prepare a detailed plan for marking American battic- 
tields in Europe, and to supervise the execution of the 
plan after its approval by the Secretary of War, con- 
vened at the War Department on June 16. The board 
includes Col. John McA. Palmer, Inf., president; Cols. 
George M. Hoffman, C.E., and Oliver L. Spaulding, jr., 
F.A.; Major James A. Ulio, A.G.D., recorder; and Capt. 
Logan N. Rock, J.A.G.D. It is not expected that the 
board will go overseas to supervise the execution of the 
approved plan for several months. 


Change in Army Transport Schedule. 
The recommendation of Major Gen. Harry I. Rogers, 


Quartermaster General of the Army, of changes in tho 


schedule of transports plying between New York, Porto 
Rico and the Canal Zone, and New York and Antwerp, 
has been approved by the Secretary of War. Sailings 
from New York to Porto Rico and the Canal Zone every 
sixth week are to become effective July 1. Sailings from 
New York to Antwerp every sixth week are to become 
effective as soon as Graves Registration requirements 
in transportating the soldier dead to New York are 
taken care of. The Quartermaster Gencral is to work 
out the details of the modified schedules. 


Revision-of Cavalry Drill Regulations. 

Preparation by the office of the Chief of Cavalry of a 
manual on Cavalry tactics entitled “Cavalry Training, 
1921,” a revision of drill regulations of 1910, is well 
under way and probably will be completed within tho 
next few months. Portions of the text relating to drills 
of the squad, battalion, troop and machine rifle battalion 
already have been reviewed and approved by the Chief of 
Cavalry. Certain of the chapters in which mounted 
units of other arms are concerned are now receiving the 
study of those arms with a view to their concurrence. 
It is intended that these chapters be issued to the Cav- 
alry Service for use after other arms have expressed 
their approval. 

F.A. Enlisted Specialists’ Courses Postponed. 

The courses for enlisted specialists of the Field Ar- 
tillery, which were to have opened at Fort Sill, Okla., on 
July 11, have been postponed by order of the War De- 
partment on account of the uncertainty as to what funds 
will be available for transportation of the men. It is 


expected that funds will be provided to send some stu- 


dents to the school, but present indications a:e that the 
number will have to be reduced. This will create an un- 
fortunate situation, for the scheol will have to operate 
at about the same expense ay if there were in attend- 
ance a full quota of students, ; 
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ACADEMIC HONORS FOR THE SERVICES. 


In addition to the degree of doctor of laws conferred 
on Secretary of War Weeks by the New York Univer- 
gity on June 8, Rutgers College of New Jersey be- 
stowed a similar honor on Secretary Weeks on June 14. 
He was the principal speaker at the commencement din- 
ner on that occasion and he also presented commissions 
as second lieutenants, O.R.C., to four members of the 
graduating class. Secretary Weeks was accompanied to 


the commencement exercises by Brig. Gen. William 
Weigel, U.S.A., chief of staff, 2d Corps Area. 

Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., received the honorary 
degree of doctor of military science at the centennial 
commencement of the Pennsylvania Military College at 
Chester, Pa., on June 15. General Pershing said he 
accepted the degree not as evidence of anything he had 
done, but rather as an incentive for greater service. 
Prior to the commencement exercises General Pershing 
took part in the dedication of a tablet commemorating 
the services of 230 members of the_alumni in the World 
War. 

Brig. Gen. Johnson Hagood, U.S.A., was awarded the 
degree of LL.D. by the University of South Carolina at 
the commencement exercises, Columbia, S.C., June 8. 
1921. General Hagood is a native of that state and sev- 
eral of his name have been prominently identified with 
its history. Among them his uncle, Gen. Jobnson Ha- 
good, of the Confederate Army, who served as governor 
in the early eighties. The present General Hagood was 
student at the university, 1888-91, but left before gradu- 
ation to enter the Military Academy at West Point. 

Among those awarded the degree of master of science 
at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology recently, 
for work done during the past year were the following 
officers of the U.S. Army: Majors Mark L, Ireland, 
Q.M.C.;: Richard Donovan, S. S. Winslow and H. C.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


In announcing the death of Brig. Gen. John W. Ruck- 
man, U.S.A., at Boston, Mass., on June 7, noted in our 
issue of June 11, Major Gen. David C. Shanks, U.S.A., 
commanding 1st Corps Area at Boston, in G.O. 9, June 
8, says, in part: “General Ruckman at the time of his 
death had served continuously in the Army since he 
entered the U.S.M.A. as a cadet from Illinois in 1878. 
During nearly forty-three years’ service his well-known 
and recognized professional attainments and his high 
personal character brought to him those honors and dis- 
tinctions which constitute the rewards for which soldiers 
strive. Of his many admirable traits probably the most 
prominent was the fearless way in which he discharged 
every responsibility without regard to influénce other 
than the dictates of his own conscience, his strong and 
uncrring appreciation of right and the interests of the 
Government he served. The Army has lost an accom- 
plished and dependable officer, and the nation has lost 
a valuable public servant.

The remains of General Ruckman were. taken from Bos- 
ton to West Point June 8 for burial with military honors. 
he body was accompanied by members of his family 
and by Major Edwarea A. Stockton, U.S.A., has adjutant 
during his cominand of the North Atlantie Coast Artil- 
lery district. ‘The body was borne from the former 
home in Brookline, accompanied by the honorary pall- 
bearers, who were Major Gen. David ©. Shanks, Major 
Gen, S. S. Sumner, retired, Brig. Gcu. Mark L. Hersey, 
Cols. H. G. Learnard, Thomas G. Griffith, Hugh J. 
Gallegher, James F. Howell and J. B. Christian, U.S.A. 
The funeral cortége was met by a provisional régiment 
under Col. John T. Geary, U.S.A., composed of men 
from the coast defenses of Boston who marched with it 
to the South Station. The body was interred in the lot 
at West Point in which Col. John Hamilton formerly 
of the Coast Artillery, and the father of Mrs. Ruel. 
man, is buried. After the funeral Mrs. Ruckman and 
her son and daughter went to the home of Mew. Ruck- 
man’s brother on Long Island for several weeks’ stay 
previous to returning to Boston to close the home in 
Brookline.

A distressing accident by which little James Duncan

He was 
sixty-five years old. With the exception of his term as 
President of Cuba, when he was busy suppressing threat- 
ened revolt, most of the fifty years of General Gomez’s 
publie life was spent in either political or military re- 
bellion, first against Spain and later against whatever 
Cuban administration happened to be in power. 

Chief Master-at-Arms Eugene Hourihan, U.S.N., re- 
tired, died at Dorchester, Mass., June 12, 1921. We en- 
listed on Nov. 15, 1896. During his term in the Navy 
he served on the Philadelphia, Bennington, Solace, Inde- 
pendence, Monadnock, Petrel, Wilmington, Adams, 
Amphitrite, Franklin, Hanceck, Culgoa, Nahan, Mari- 
etta, Buffalo, Rainbow, and Wheeling. He was at one 
time in charge of the naval prison at Cavite in the Phil- 
ippines. On Nov. 15, 1916, he was transferred to the 
Naval Fleet Reserve, in which he served on the receiy- 
ing ship in the Charlestown Navy Yard. Mr. Hourihan 
was retired from active service Nov. 15, 1919. He was 
highly commended by Secretary of the Navy John D. 
Long for heroism on Dec. 30, 1900, while on duty aboard 
the U.S.S. Wilmington, when part of a coal derrick fell 
and the prompt action of Mr. Hourihan was responsible 
for the saving of the lives of two sailors. Mr. Houri- 
han was an active member of the Ensign Worth Bagley 
Camp No. 6, U.S.W.V.. of Dorchester; Roxbury Post 
44, American Legion; Paul Revere Council, A.A.R.I.R., 
and Navy Relief Society. He is survived by his wife. 


Orlando A. Somers, aged seventy-eight, former na- 
tional commander of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
died at his home in Kokomo, Ind., June 9, 1921. 

Private Mulligan, 50th Aero Squadron, U.S.A., on 
duty at Langley Field, Va., lost his life June 9, 1921, 
by drowning after making a parachute jump from an 
airplane. After making the jump it was seen that the 
air current was carrying the parachute over Back River, 
where it settled. Motor boats dispatched from the Lang- 
ley boat house reached the spot shortly after the drop, 
the body being recovered, and every effort at resuscita- 
tion being made.

The trial of Capt. Beverly G. Chew, 12th Inf., U.S.A., 
at Governors Island, N.Y., on charges of forgery, deser- 
tion and conduct unbeeoming an officer and gentleman, 
was continued this week and last. Mrs. Dora Brill, 
proprietor of a millinery shop in New York, identified 
a check presented in payment of merchandise by Mrs. 
Chew, which was said to be worthless. Captain Chew 
wears two wound stripes and claims to have been gassed 
as well as wounded in battle in France.

Sherman K. Burke, U.S.A., testified that the father of 
Captain Chew had told him that the son’s conduct was 
chargeable to Captain Chew’s wife. Franklin A. Har- 
wood, formerly a lieutenant of Co. E, 16th Inf., testified 
he could not recall that Captain Chew had been in 
action. 

The prosecution rested on June 8. The defense ad- 
mitted that checks carrying the apparent signatures of 
Capts. Fred R. Lafferty, Basil D. Spalding and Wil- 
liam L. Redfield were not authorized by them, and that 
use of their names by Captain Chew in alleged registra- 
tions at hotels was unauthorized. 

S. L. Thomas, of Richmond, Va., who was a Y.M.C.A. 
secretary at Raoulecourt, France, when Captain Chew 
was town major there, testified for the defense on June 
14. He stated that Raoulecourt was a “very active” 
section of front. Captain Chew had one arm in a sling 
when he met him, the witness said, and he assumed that 
Chew had been wounded. At the request of the defense 
a continuance until June 23 was granted in order that 
the defense may produce additional witnesses.

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STATUS OF BRIG. GEN. H. M. LORD. 
Brig. Gen., Chief of Finance, and Col., Q.M.C. 

Although the opinion of the J.A.G. relative to the 
status of Brig. Gen. H. M. Lord, Q.M.C., U.S.A., Chief 
of Finance, was submitted to the Chief of Staff in Au- 
gust, 1920, the opinion is only now made available. The 
question was, what was the status of General Lord im- 
mediately preceding his acceptance of the office of Chief 
of Finance on July 17, 1920. The opinion quotes from 
various acts of Congress and then states: 

“At the time of General Lord’s appointment as Chief of 
Finance, the law provided (Sec. 4c, act of June 4, 1920) that 
‘such appointments shall not create vacancies.’ same act 
provides chicfs for seventeen separate and distinct branches of 
the Army, and for some of those branches assistant chiefs 
as well. For the Quartermaster Corps, three assistants with 
the rank of brigadier general are provided. The statute is as 
definite that there shall be three assistants to the Quartermaster 
General with the rank of brigadier genera!, as that the appoint- 
ments of chiefs and assistant chiets for four years shall not 
create vacancies. If the provision that such appointments shall 
not create vacancies be held to apply to a case where an 
officer holding a commission as assistant to the Quartermaster 
General, with the rank of brigadier general, is appointed chief 
of another branch of the Service, so as to prevent the vacation 
of his office as assistant to the Quartermaster General, the 
other provision of the statute is violated in the spirit if not in 
the letter, because in such a case there would be thereafter but 
two assistants to the Quartermaster General actively employed. 
It is very evident that when Congress said that the Quarter- 
master Corps ‘shall consist of one quartermaster general with 
the rank of major gencral, three assistants with the rank of 
brigadier general, . , it meant that the three assistants 
should be on active duty in that department unless temporarily 
detailed to other service. To hold that an officer occupying 
the position of assistant to the Quartermaster General may be 
appointed for a definite period of four years as chief of another 
branch of the Army and, at the same time, he may retain his 
commission as assistant to the Quartermaster General, is to 
nullify this very apparent intention of Congress. For this 
reason, if for no other, the provisions in Sec. 4c, that the ap- 
pointment of chiefs and assistant chiefs of branches shall not 
create vacancies, must be held to mean vacancies in the grades 
permanently he'd by the officers so appointed chiefs and assistant 
chiefs of branches. 

“One other consideration clearly illustrates the impossibility 
of avoiding the conclusion just announced. e Congress very 
clearly, in previding for seventeen branches of the Service with 
a chief at the head of each of those branches, intended that 
each branch should have a separate chief and that, unless for 
temporary periods, he should service as su If General Lord, 
after accepting his commission as Chief of Finance, may retain 
his commission as assistant to the Quartermaster General with 
rank of brigadier general, he say, if he be appointed chief of the 
Air Service, retain his commission as Chief of Finance, and 
if he be appointed thereafter as Adjutant General, he may retain 
his commissions as Chief of Air Service and Chief of Finance. 
It is thus seen that if the acceptance of a commision as chief 
of a branch of the Army does not racate a former four-year 
appointment as chief of another branch, one officer may hold 
commissions as chief of each and every branch of the Army. 
It is no answer to this suggestion to say that the Senate would 
not confirm such appointments, for the exercire by the Senate 
of its discretion by refusing to confirm appointments legally 
made would not affect that fact that, if legal, they may be made, 
and, if confirmed, they will be effective. 

“For the foregoing reasons this office is of the opinion that 
when General Lord accepted his commission as Chief of Finance 
he thereby vacated his commission as assistant te rter- 
master General with rank of brigadier general, and that at the 
present time he holds two commissions in the Regular Army, 
one a permanent commission as colonel in the Quartermaster 
Corps, and the other a recess commission as Chief of Finance 
with rank of brigadier general. ‘ 

Since the foregoing opinion was written General Lord 
has been confirmed in his commission vs Chief of Finance 
with rank of brigadier general.

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WORLD-ROUND QUARTERMASTER DINNER.

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STATUS OF PROMOTIONS IN THE ARMY. 

Non-Confirmation of Major Peck Establishes Block 

In the Senate on June 14’ the nominations of al! ma- 
jors for promotion to lieutenant colonel as of May 12 
were confirmed except that of Major Robert G. Deck 
Inf. The nominations confirmed were fifty-six of the 
fifty-seven nominations (G: E. Bucker, Inf., to W. H. 
Peek, Q.M.C.), made May 17 and published in our issue 
of May 21, page 1025. Major Peck, whose nomination 
was held up, was fourth in the list of fifty-seven majors 
named for promotion to lieutenant colonel. 

Nine nominations of captains: to be major and six- 
teen of first lieutenants to be captain in the Army were 
submitied to the Senate by the President on June 16, 
The captains include Francis J. Baker, Finance Dept., 
No. 2410 on the promotion list; the first lientenants are 
down to an including Roy C. Wells, Cav., No. 7608, on 


the list. The remainder of the promotions due are 
blocked because of the non-confirmation of Major Peck 
in the grade of lieutenant colonel.

Under the provisions of the act, it will be pointed owt, 
the President nominated fifty-seven majors, ali of whom 
are in Class A, to iill vacancies in the grade of lieu- 
tenant colonci, which occurred on various dates from 


Nov. 25, 1920, to May 11, 1921, and these nominations 
were submitted to the Senate on May 17, 1921. The 
Senate on June 14 confirmed the first three »umina- 
tions; it did not confirm the fourth nomination; 
firmed the nominations following after the fourth. The 
War Department view is that in this situation and 
under the law the President can now promote only the 
three majors who are ahead of Major Peck on this list 
of nominations. It is held, apparently, that the Senate’s 
confirmation of nomination is not in itself promotion, 
but authorization to the President to promote as he has 
recommended in his nominations. The promotion may 
still be blocked if under the provisions of law it cannot 
be made. And the law, as stated, provides that vacan- 
cies below brigadier sball be filled by promotion in the 
order of names on the promotion list. The War De- 
partment view is, therefore, that while Major Peck re- 
mains an officer in good standing on the active list of 
commissioned officers of the Army, it will not be possible

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Bureau or NAVIGATION MANUAL, 1921. 

The Bureau of Navigation Manual, 1921, as well as 
manuals for the other bureaus in the Navy Department, 
is in preparation and these publications will be issued 
from the Government Printing Office within the next 
few months. The Bureau of Navigation Manual will 
conform to the changes in Navy regulations. It wil] 
contain a section relating to decorations, service and 
campaign medals; others devoted to the log, officer per- 
sonnel and also the general instructions for handling 
personnel; instructions for the organization and admin- 
istration of the Naval Reserve Force and other matters 
under the cognizance of the Bureau of Navigation which 
have been previously contained in circulars and in gcn- 
eral orders ‘not heretofore printed, 





‘to fill any vacancies in grades below colonel which oe- 
curred on or after Dec. 16, 1920, the date his promotion 
would be due. The number of such vacancies now is 
284. There are fifty-four in the grade of lieutenant 
colonel, ninety-one in the grade of major, and 139 in the 
grade of captain. 

It is probable that appointments will not be immedi- 
ately tendered to the majors confirmed as lieutenant 
colonels whose names are below that of Major Peck, 
but that the whole single list from that point may be 
suspended until this question is adjudicated. The law 
states that “the place of any officer on the promotion 


list once established shall not thereafter be changed, exe 
cept as the result of the sentence of a court-martial.” 
If the majors below Major Peck on the list were to be 
promoted over him it is held that it would be contrary 
to law, for he cannot rightly be overslaughed by. his 
juniors “except as the result of the sentence of a courte 
martial.” 
Injustice of the Situation. 

This is a curious conflict between the law as created 
by the Congress, and the undoubted right and preroga- 
tive of the Senate to be the sole judge of the propriety 
of ‘confirming’ or not confirming a nomination that is 
submitted by the Executive. Whatever the Senate's pre- 
rogative, however, there is a manifest injustice in its 
procedure in condemning and executing, as it were, with- 
out right to trial and opportunity to submit evidence. 
If there is just cause of complaint against an officer of 
the Army the way is always open to bring charges 
against him under due process of law and military pro- 
cedure. He should not be condemned on ez parte testi- 
mony, on extra-legal evidence, on evident prejudice, and 
without a hearing. 

The Senate has, in fact, penalized this officer upon un- 
tried charges based upon an alleged report he had made in 
line of duty as an inspecting officer in France, a report 
submitted to his superior officer more than two and a 
half years ago. The injustice of the procedure in thig 
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dase is so outstanding that it can only meet the con- 
demnation of men who have a regard.for fair play. For 
more than a month Major Peck’s, as well as all other 
nominations of majors, has been dvefore the Senate Com- 
mittce on Military Affairs, and all these nominations 
were held up pending the arrival at a course of proced- 
ure because a protest had. been filed against his con- 
firmation by resolution of the 35th Division Association. 
The President was not called upon to explain the nomi- 
nation, vor was the War Department asked to have 
Major l’eck appear before the committee to be heard in 
his own behalf. Nor was any action taken seeking to 
bring the officer to trail before a court-martial. The 
fact jhat Major I’eck’s official record. shows no blemish, 
but is one of continued efliciency, was evidently not re- 
garded as germane. 

Admittedly the Senate cannot be expected to accept 
every nomination without question. It is the Senate’s 
right to scrutinize nominations and withbold confirma- 
tion until satisfied that the individual’s record entitles 
him to promotion. It is not expected that confirmation 
shall be a mere routine motion. But it is to be expected, 
when a situation arises in connection with the- profes- 
sic career of a permanent officer of any of the Ser- 
vices, that the President, at least, should be requested 
to state his side of the case, and that the individual offi- 
cer be granted opportunity immediately to come before 
the committee passing on his nomination and be heard 
in lis own behalf. 


Senaior Cappers View. 


The injustice of the present situation has apparently 
occurred even to Senator Capper of Kansas, who 
brought up the original resolution of the 35th Division 
containing the indictment of the officer. On June 15 the 
Senator frankly stated that the proper procedure might 
have been to have informed the War Department of the 
charge. .-cior to the nomination of Major Peck. His 
view was that “in such ease the President might not 
have submitted Major Peck’s nomination and the present 
stir would have been avoided. This procedure,’ the 
Senator continued, “did not occur to me until the matter 
had gone on in the Senate committee.” 

Senator Capper said to a representative of the ARMY 
AND NAYV JOURNAL on June 15 that he was filing with 
the President the evidence he had as to the alleged un- 
fitness of Major Peck for promotion, including an affida- 
vit of Robert Cole, of Joplin, Mo., former sergeant in 
Co. B, 129th Machine Gun Battalion. In this Cole de- 
clares that he and a private, both gassed, were compelled 
to alight from an Army wagon and to walk, by order of 
Major Peck, who, the affidavit states, swore at them. 
The Senator said he would request that if the allega- 
tions are substantiated the President withdraw the nom- 
ination of Major Peck from the Senate and take such 
action as the case warrants. “It would only be proper 
to give Major Peck an opportunity to protect himself by 
bringing in any evidence to refute the charges,” said the 
Senator, who declared he had no desire or intention to 
prevent a full hearing of the officer’s side of the case. 
“The officer is entitled to a proper defense,” he said, 
“and there never has been in contemplation final action 
without giving the officer such an opportunity. The evi- 
dence against him is so strong that I can’t help but feel 
that the charges are true. I think he made an awful 
blunder and I don’t blame the ex-Service men for feeling 
very deeply about it, because it was not only a slap at 
the 35th Division, but an insult to the ‘National Guard 
forces. It was an unfortunate break on the part of 
Major Peck. If these charges are true, and the Presi- 
dent had known of it, he in all probability would not 
have sent up the nomination. I think that it is fair to 
him that he should be informed. The President or the 
War Department can take such necessary action to de- 
termine the facts. Meanwhile no further action is con- 
templated by the committee until we have had some reply 
from the President or the War Department as to what 
is the desire of the President and Secretary of War.” 

Senator Capper on June 16 requested the President 
to withdraw the nomination of Major Peck of the In- 
fantry to be lieutenant colonel. In a letter to the Presi- 
dent, the Senator criticized the Major for his alleged 
attitude toward officers and men of the 35th Division. 
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REORGANIZATION OF GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENTS. 

First steps to carry out President Harding’s an- 
nounced plan of effecting Government economies by a 
reorganization of the Government departments were 
taken on June 11 with a meeting of the Congressional 
Joint Committee on Reorganization, the chairman of 
which is Walter F. Brown, an Ohio lawyer, who is not 
a member of Congress. Mr. Brown read a letter from 
the President in which were outlined the general con- 
clusions of President Harding ‘and his Cabinct as to 
how this reorganization should be carried out. The 
President wrote: “Since it is extremely difficult to ad- 
minister efficiently departments which include wholly 
dissimilar and unrelated services and quite impossible to 
administer economically identical or similar services 
which are scattered throughout several departments, it 
would seem necessary at the outset of the work of re- 
organization to provide a statutory regrouping of goy- 
ernmental activities to the end, as far as practicable, 
that each department shall be made up of agencies hay- 
ing substantially the same major purposes, and, further, 


that identical or similar services, shall be grouped to- 
gether. This task accomplished, the work of eliminat- 





: Ee 
ing duplication by consolidation ‘and otherwise and of 
devising. efficient administrative methods for the several 
departments could then be-taken up in logical order and 
prosecuted effectively. The Executive and Cabinet are 
of one mind that a bill reallocating the governmental ser- 
vices upon the principle above outlined should be pre- 
pared and strongly recommended to Congress for as 
speedy passage as possible, in-order that there may be 
no unnecessary delay in bringing about the governmental 
economies which our duty enjoins upon us and which 
the country is demanding and expecting.” Comments 
made on this plan by the Washington correspondents 
referred to the possibility of the creation of a Depart- 
ment of National Defense made up of the War and 
Navy Departments and of a consolidated Air Service, to 
be created. There was no official basis for These con- 
jectures, however. It was announced at fhe White 
House on June 14 that if any bureau head in the Gov- 
ernment service, or any subordinate, obstructs or agitates 
against the reorganization plans he wil! be discharged. 
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HOUSE DOMINATION OF CONGRESS. 

Whatever merit the House of Representatives achieves 
as a creative power in the history of legislation for our 
Commonweatlh it rarely acts save as a disruptive force 
when confronted with problems concerning our Military 
Establishment... That force of the House of Representa- 
tives, acting to disorganize the Army and Navy, has 
never been more impressively displayed than in the 
present session of Congress when the domination of the 
House has led the Senate into the position of having 
most of its work relating to the Services completely 
overthrown. The outstanding illustration of this House 
dominance is the action of the Senate on June 9 in re- 
versing its vote for an appropriation that would give 
the Regular Army ‘an enlisted strength of 170,000 men. 
Overnight, and without a public sign of any préssure 
displayed by the House or the Executive power, the Sen- 
ate reduced its appropriation to provide a strength of 
150,000 enlisted men. As an exhibition of legislative 
power this incident stands as a remarkable example. 
And it also illustrates how in displaying power the 
House of Representatives can undo evgry lesson we 
learned from the experiences of the World War, insofar 
as the tactical organization of our Army is concerned. 
With the Army’s present military obligations in the 
Canal Zone, the Philippines, Hawaii, China and Ger- 
many added to its regular duties in the continental 
United States it will be seriously crippled with an au- 
thorized strength of 150,000 enlisted men. And that our 
troops cannot be properly trained in combat exercises 
goes without saying when so seriously reduced in num- 
bers by Congress. No more can our junior officers, with- 


- out battle experience in the war; have opportunities to 


see combat operations properly performed ‘when, as un- 
der this new dispensation, rifle companies will have ap- 
proximately forty men as against the approximate 250 
to a company during World War hostilities. 

With its. one idea of governmental economy to be ob- 
tained chiefly if not solely through reduction of appro- 
priations for the Services, the House having wreaked its 
will on the Army Appropriation bill, now announces that 
it proposes. to “save money” on the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill by reducing the enlisted strength of the Navy 
to 100,000 men. The House conferees on the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill have declared “that it is futile for the 
Senate to endeavor to seek acceptance of its increases” 
of $98,000,000 over the total appropriations provided in 
the House bill. Having had its way in the matter of the 
Army, having forced a peace resolution through as a 
rival to the Senate’s measure and the amendment of the 
Borah resolution regarding disarmament, the House of 
Representatives appears to be certain that it can make 
the Senate obey its will with the Navy bill and the peace 
and disarmament resolutions. From all present signs the 
prophetic sense of the House appears justified. And the 
tragic result to the country and the Services of this dis- 
play of power is that no actual economy is being prac- 
ticed in governmental expenditures or governmental ap- 
propriations. In fact, the prospect appears to be that 
the expenditures of the United States for the fiscal year 
1922 will total nearly $2,000,000,000 more than has been 
spent in the current year. 

There are signs to be observed that the “little” Army 
and Navy forces in both the House and the Senate have 
already begun a campaign of publicity against the com- 
missioned personnel of the Services with a view to their 
reduction when the next annual appropriation bills are 
sent to Congress for approval. One of these signs was 
noted in a recent issue of the Philadelphia Public 
Ledger, which devoted a column story to describing how 
“friends of disarmament and disciples of economy in the 
Senate and House are mapping their plan of campaign 
for what.they consider the real battle to bring about a 
reduction in the amount of money being appropriated in 
the Army and Navy bills. The point of attack is to be 
the commissioned personnel of the two establishments 
which many members of Congress have been convinced 
are top-heavy and in addition form the elements most 
interested in keeping the two fighting Services pushed 
forward just as far as possible. The preparations which 
are being made now are for the military supply bills of 
next year. The opponents of intensive armament feel 
they have done all they possibly can in the mitter of 
the measures still before Congress, but they think that 
following the adoption. of the new revenue measure the 
country will be ripe for still further cuts.” 
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GENERAL’ MARCH, CHIEP OF 87AFF. 

Major Gen. Peyton C. March, U.S.A., came to the 
office of Chief of Staff on May 20, 1918, called from 
overseas duty in the period when the-Allicd armies were 
stemming and turning the tide, a time when a soldicr 
has his greatest opportunity for service in the field. He 
took the helm at the War Department and his whole- 
hearted and intelligent co-operation with the command- 
ing general of the American Expeditionary Forces, it 
may be well saic, was more than a casual incident in 
the success of thuse forces and the pride of the nation in 
its glorious acvcmplishments. To his soldierly qualities, 
untiring industry and unsparing zeal, history when writ- 
ten in the proper perspective, will undoubtedly give full 
due. Brusque some have considered him, dircct he cer- 
tainly is in every matter of concern to the Army and 
its interests, but “ruthless” he never has been, as some . 
opposed to him have charged. He has a penchant for 
going forward along tke straightest path to the thing he 
views as an objective—and in the going he has at times 
aroused the resentment of those who may have been in 
his way. It is perhaps this characteristic, unfathomable 
to persons grounded in political amenities, which has 
won him some enemies, at least few enthusiastic par- 
tisans, in the Halls of Congress during the last three 
years. It has made General March appear to be un- 
compromising iu matters connected with the Army. But 
it may well be suid that on any question of military 
policy he was the best informed officer in Washington, 
and he had little patience with a muddle of the military 
with the civilian point of view. 

As to his accomplishments during the period of hos- 
tilities the decoration and citations he has received speak 
volumes. But of what may be regarded as his greatest 
work—the demobilization of forces numbering nearly 
four million men—a work done without disturbances of 
any kind nor the physical injury of a single person, so 
far as known—wmilitary historians of the future will 
probably find themselves too poor of adjectives in giving 
full measure of praise. By Jan. 18, 1919, little more 
than two months after Germany capitulated, the number 
of troops ordered demobilized reached 1,177,000, and 
104,000 had actually been returned to the United States 
from overseas, while 51,593 officers had been separated 
from the Service. ‘That this was a stupendous accom- 
plishment is appreciable by comparison with demobiliza- 
tion in Great Britain, where in the same time only 3,000 
officers and some 350,000 men had been discharged, al- 
though the British work was slower because of tho 
adoption of an unworkable industrial demobilization. 
Approximately six months after the cessation of hos- 
tilities the readjustment had reached fifty per cent. But 
the demobilization was not all. Reconstitution of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps was keeping pace, and 42,000. 
men were commissioned 22,500 of them making applica- 
tion for commissions in the Regular Army. 
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CONFIRMATION OF COLONEL Rickarps HELD Ur. 
Nomination of Col. George C. Rickards, of Penusyl- 
vania, to be Chief of the Militia Bureau of the War De- 
partment was not confirmed by the Senate up to June 
17, although the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs has voted favorably in the matter, The rea- 
son for inaction is the opposition of Senator Cap- 
per, of Kansas, of the Committee of Military Af- 
fairs. Senator Capper ind>rses the candidacy of Brig. 
Gen. C. I. Martin, of Kansas, whose name was sub- 
mitted with the backing of the names of thirty-five state 
governors. The Senator holds that this indorsement 
should give General Martin the preference, for none of 
the three other candidates had the specific indorsement 
of more than his own state. Speaking of the matter to 
a representative of the AkMy AND Navy JOURNAL, Sen- 
ator Capper said: “I have nothing against Colonel Rick- 
ards or his record in the late war. I do claim it was a 
violation of the intent of Congress and the spirit and 
purpose of the law that Colonel Rickards was named for 
the position, because it is evident to me that the nowina- 
tion was suggested by the War Department. IIis name 
was sent to the Senate by former Secretary Baker, and 
failed of confirmation, and now five months later it is 
again presented by the new administration and by a 
new Secretary with a different poiitical faith. It is ap- 
parent on the face of it that that nomination was recom- 
mended to the President by the General Staff or the War 
Department. It is just that very thing that Congress 
undoubtedly intended to get away from when it passed 
the Reorganization act. In this act the sclection of a 
Chief of the Militia Bureau differed, and a particular 
method was provided for the selection and for the par- 
ticular purpose of giving the National Guard something 
to say in regard to who was to be appointed. ‘The pro- 
cedure was designated so that the chicf would not be 
dominated by the War Department. Undoubtedly it was 
the intention of Congress to provide that the nomination 
of a Chief of the Militia Bureau should be under en- 
tirely different procedure from all other nominations and 
that the officer who was to be placed at the head: of 
the Militia Bureau sbould be one. wholly in sympathy 
with the National Guard. It was to satisfy the Na- 
tional Guard that in this particular burcav, in which the 
Guard is so deeply interested, the influence of the War 
Department should net operate to the disadvantage of 
the National Guard. I have no personal feeling in the 
Rickards case, for from a]! I have heurd I understand 
he has a remarkable record in both the National Guard 
and iw the Federal service.” Abatininint abn 
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THE SIXTY-SEVENTH CONGRESS. 
FIRST SESSION. 
Army Bill Conferees in Deadlock on June 15. 

The Senate and House conferees on the Army Ap- 
propriation bill came to a deadlock on June 15 on the 
point of the enlisted strength of the Army. They de- 
cided to report the disagreement to the Senate and House 
with request for further instructions. The Senate con- 
ferees held that a minimum of 150,000 could be reached 
by next May. The House conferees insisted that the re- 
duction be carried out by Oct. 1. Secretary of 
War Weeks appeared at the meeting to urge an agrce- 
ment on the Senate provision for a gradual reduction 
during the next fiscal year to a minimum Army of 
150,000 enlisted men, but the House managers refused 
to yield. Secretary Weeks told the conferees he would 
not accept responsibility for what might happen to the 
Army, as he said it was impossible to reduce the garri- 
sons in the Philippines, Panama and Hawaii, and strik- 


ing 70,000 men from the rolls within three months would 
render the forces within the United States impotent. 


Naval Appropriation Bill Conference Deadlocked. 

After several sessions to which Admiral R. E. Coontz, 
Chief of Operations, and Rear Admiral Thomas Wash- 
ington, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, were called 
in for consultation, the conference on the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill came to an abrupt halt on June 16 when 
the House conferees left the committee room. The 
House members declared they would not resume the 
conference until the Senate members had come to what 
they regarded as a more reasonable state of mind in 
regard to reducing the estimates. The main point in 
dispute is the Senate’s increase in recommendations of 
$96,000,000 over the appropriation of $396,000,000 pro- 
posed by the House, this difference including provision 
for the increase in the enlisted strength of the Navy 
from 100,00 men as appropriated for by the House to 
the 120,000 men as provided by the Senate. The ration 
appropriation has also been a point in dispute. The 
Borah resolution for the reduction of building programs 
had not been touched on up to the time the conference 
became deadlocked. 

Inquiry Regarding ‘War Risk Insurance Policies. 

The Senate on June 6 adopted S. Res. 84, submitted 
by Senator Walsh of Massachusetts, directing the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to report as to how many Govern- 
ment war risk insurance policies have been issued prior 
to May 1, 1921; how many were effective and in force 
on Nov. 11, 1918; how many were issued between Novy. 
11, 1918, and May 1, 1921; how many that were effec- 
tive and in force Nov. 11, 1918S, lapsed between Nov. 11. 
1918, and May 1, 1921; how many that lapsed after 
Nov. 11, 1918, have been reinstated; how many persons 
who held such policies and whose policies have lapsed 
have actually cpplied for reinstatement but have not 
been reinstated on the ground that the applicant was 
not in as good health as at the date of discharge from 
Service or at the expiration of the grace period of his 
insurance; in how many cases where, after reinstate- 
ment of insurance and the policy became due by reason 
of the death of the insured, has payment been refused 
for the reason that the purported reinstatement was in- 
valid? 

House Passes Sweet Veteran Relief Bill. 

By a vote of 335 to 0 the House on June 10 passed the 
Sweet bill, under which all Government agencies deal- 
ing with former Service men would be consolidated. With 
the exception of a few minor amendments the bill goes 
to the Senate as it was reported from the Commerce 
Committee. In the bill as it stands provision is made 
for the establishment of 140 offices at which war vet- 
erans could apply for relief. These would replace 137 
soldier relief bureaus now maintained by the Govern- 
ment thrqughout the country. The Regional Bureau and 
substitute offices created by it automatically cease to 
exist on July 1, 1926. The House also approved an 
amendment by Representative Elliott authorizing the 
payment of Government insurance to beneficiaries of 
war veterans who permitted their policies to lapse while 
suffering from wounds or diseasé incurred in line of 
duty and from which they died. 


Porter Peace Resolution Passed by House. 

The Porter peace resolution to terminate the state of 
war between the United States and the Central Powers 
was passed by the House on June 13 by a vote of 305 
to 61. The resolution, proposed as a substitute for the 
Knox resolution passed by the Senate, was received by 
the Senate on June 14. Senator Lodge announced dis- 
agreement and made a motion to request a conference. 
Senators Lodge, Knox and Hitchcock were appointed 
conferees on the part of the Senate. 


Bill to Reinstate Former Navy Officers Tabled. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs decided on 
June i4 to table Representative Dupré's bill (H.R. 
6610), providing for the reinstatement in the Navy of 
officers who resigned from the Service and who are now 
seeking to return to the Navy. This signifies that the 
disinclination of the committee members to favor the 
proposition has prevailed for the present. 

Naval Reserve Force. 

The bill (H.R. 5895), to increase the efficiency and 
provide for the proper organization and administration 
of the Naval Reserve Force introduced by Chairman 
Butler, was also tabled. It has been agreed by the com- 
mittee to report favorably the bill (H.R. 5892), to eor- 
rect the status of certain enlisted men of the Navy and 
Naval Reserve Force. 


Longevity Claims, U.S.M.A. Service. 


The Senate Committee on the Judiciary on June 13 
made a favorable report on the bill (S. 775) to confer 
jurisdiction on the Court of Claims to certify certain 
tindings of fact, in the matter of longevity claims for 
Military Academy service that were disallowed between 
1890 and 1908. The Senate committee reprints a favor- 
able House report on a similar bill. 

Congressional Notes. 

President . Harding signed the bill establishing a 
budget system of Government expenditures on June 10, 
It is expected that the President will appoint a director 
of the budget within the next two weeks. 

Vice President Coolidge on June 10 named the mem- 
bers of a committee to investigate veteran relief and 
qoupitalication administration as provided for in the 
Walsh resolution adopted by the Senate on June 9. 
They include Senator Sutherland, of West Virginia, 


ehairman; Calder of New York, Weller of Maryland, 
Walsh of Massachusetts, and Pomerene of Ohio. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs agreed on 
June 14 to report out favorably the bill 
au ing the yy | of War, the Attorney General, 
and the of the Navy pnt to make settle- 
ment of damages and compensation due by the United 
States for infringement of radio patents connected with 
the prosecution of the war. , 
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RETIREMENT IN TEMPORARY RANK. 


The Navy Department recommends the enactment of 
a bill providing that “all officers of Navy and Marine 
Corps holding temporary rank, who, when examined for 
retirement, were found physically incapacitated in line 
of duty and whose temporary appointments were re- 
voked prior to date of retirement shall, in all cases 
where the department has recalled and canceled the re- 
vocation of the temporary appointment, be considered as 
having been retired in the temporary rank held at time 
of examination by retiring board. . . .” a 

In the case of ten officers ordered before retiring 
boards and recommende:! for retirement they held tempo 
rary rank higher than their permanent rank at the time. 
Subsequent to the recommendation being received in 
the department the temporary appointments of these 
officers were revoked, and, at the time the President ap- 
proved the record of the retiring boards, they only held 
their permanent rank. Later, however, the department 
concluded its action in revoking the temporary appoint- 
ments in order to retire these officers in the permanent 
rank was not in accordance with law, and this conclu- 
sion was sustained by the Attorney General June 18, 
1920. In each case a letter was addressed to the officer 
concerned, requesting him to return for cancellation the 
letter revoking his temporary appointment and advising 
him that he would be considered by the department as 
having been retired in the temporary rank. 

All these officers, with one exception, have been paid 
the retired pay of their temporary rank, in accordance 
with the department's records. One officer filed his claim 
with the Auditor for difference in pay between that of 
an ensign, retired (his permanent rank) and that of a 
lieutenant, retired (his temporary rank), and in accord- 
ance with a decision of the Comptroller May 27, 1920, 
the claim has been disallowed, it being held he is en- 
titled only to pay on retired list as of his permanent 
rank. The Comptroller refused to recognize the action 
of the department in recalling and canceling the Jetter 
revoking the officer's temporary appointment. As a re- 
sult of this d-csion of the Comptroller these other offi- 





cers above mentioned, whose rank has been corrected by > 


the department, will be required to refund the differ- 
ence in retired pay received by them. This the depart- 
ment “feels is an injustice, inasmuch as retirement of 
officers in such cases has since been made only in the 
temporary rank held by them at date of examination by 
a retiring board, in accordance with the ruling of the 
Attorney General in his opinion of June 18, 1920, to the 
effect that officers holding both permanent and tempo- 
rary rank, upon being found by a naval retiring board 
to be physically disabled in line of duty and recom- 
mended by such board for retirement, were entitled by 
law to be retired in the temporary rank held by them 
at time of examination by a retiring board, and that it 
was immaterial when the disability occurred, whether 
prior or subsequent to receiving their temporary ap- 
pointments.” 
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ARMY ATHLETIC COMPETITIONS. 
Plan to be Carried Out in Fiscal Year 1922. 


With the view of standardizing the conduct of ath- 
letic competitions throughout the Army, the following 
provisional regulations are promulgated. It is desired 
that corps area and department commanders in tlie 
conduct of athletic activities within their commands, for 
the year beginning July 1, 1921, adhere to these regula- 
tions and on July 1, 1922, submit to The A.G. of the 
Army a report as to the desirability of making these pro- 
visional regulations permanent. This report should con- 
tain any suggested changes or recommendations. 

It is the policy for the Army to be self-contained in 
athletics. However, as a matter of community co-opera- 
tion, it desires to encourage the participation of indi- 
vidual members of the Army in local meets and compe- 
titions conducted by civilian agencies. The general pro- 
gram of competitive athletics which the War Depart- 
ment desires to establish as soon as possible embraces: 
(a) Annual corps area or departmental games; (b) bi- 
ennial army area games, on the even years beginning, 
if possible, in 1922; (c) quadrennial competitions em- 
bracing all posts and stations at which members of the 
Army may be sgrving, these meets to be coincident with 
the years when Olympic games are held, the first one 
being in 1924. . 

All athletic competitions conducted within the Army 
will be upon an amateur basis. In general, the term 
amateur will include the usual definition of that term— 
one who engages in sport for the pleasure, and the physi- 
eal, moral and social benefits derived therefrom. How- 
ever, in determining the status of a member of the Army 
in such matters, men who either engage in events for 
which money prizes are offered, or who compete within 
the Army with professionals, both in line of duty, and 
in accord with Army orders, will not be ciassed as pro- 
fessionals. Prizes may be such as commanders direct- 
ing the meet may authorize. For annual corps area and 
department competition, and all higher ‘meets, it is the 
desire to inaugurate a system of medals along the general 
lines authorized for corps area rifle competitions. No 
competitor will be authorized to represent a military 
organization of which he is not a member. The ex- 
penses of local athletic contests will be met from local 
education and recreation funds which may be supple- 
mented from time to time by funds made available by 
superior authority. The expenses of corps area and de- 
partment athletic contests will be met from funds ac- 
cumulated within the corps area or department and set 
aside for this purpose, which may be supplemented by 
funds made available by superior authority. The ex- 
penses of Army athletic contests will be met by such 
funds as become available within the War Department 
for this purpose. 

Due to existing differences in local laws, the War De- 
partment is unable to lay down general restrictions for 
the conduct of Army athletics. The general policy is to 
approve only such local restrictions as will prevent Army 
reservations being used for the evasion of local laws, 
Boxing as an athletic exercise and as a sport should be 
encouraged; care must: be exercised that it does not lose 
this character as an exercise or sport. A post within the 





limits of a city or other corporation will comply with 
the local ordnances with res to boxing contests. If. 
not within such limits it 1 comply with state laws; 
within a territory or District of Columbia with the Fed- 
eral Criminal Code. If there be no local laws or ordi- 
nuances to the contrary, boxing exhibitions may be open 
to the public. As to conduct of baseball or analogous 
sports on military reservations on Sundays, the policy 
has been that Sunday baseball when no admission fee 
is charged will be allowed, and that an admission fee 
may be charged where such practice is not in conflict 
with local laws. Then follow regulations for special 
as including baseball, basketball, boxing and wrest- 
ing. 
ADMIRAL SIMS’S LONDON ADDRESS. 
Leave Revoked Following Delayed Erplanation. 

Secretary of the Navy Denby on June 11 sent the fol- 
lowing dispatch to Rear Admiral W. 8S. Sims, U.S.N., 
at London: “Remainder of your leave revoked. You 
will return to the United States immediately and report 
at once in person to the Secretary of the Navy. Ac- 
knowledge.” ‘This was due to the fact that up to June 
11 Secretary Denby had not received a reply from Ad- 
miral Sims to his message of June 8 asking if the Ad- 
miral had been correctly quoted in the press as to his 
speech in London on May 7. 

According to an Associated Press dispatch from Lon- 
don on June 13 Admiral Sims said he kad not yet re- 
ceived the Secretary's dispatch of June 11, but that he 
would sail on the Olympic on June 15, as he had planned. 
Admiral Sims is also quoted as saying that he had an- 
swered the Secretary's first message within an hour of 
receiving it, and any delay in its receipt was due to 
faulty transmission. The reply was finally delivered to 
the Secretary on Sunday, June 12, and was immedi- 
ately given to the press. This is the text: 

“Statements that were attributed to m* were not cor- 
rectly quoted. Context misleading and gu_vied. Report 
of statements is incorrect and inferentially wrong. State- 
ments actually made were substantially the same as re- 
peatedly made in public in America and in my book, 
“The Victory at Sea,’ and in public address at meeting 
held for increasing good relations between the English- 
speaking people. (Signed) W. S. Sims.” 

Secretary Denby declined to comment on the situa- 
ticn at the time, and indicated that no further action 
would be taken in the case until the Admiral reports to 
him, which he is expected to do on June 22, the Olympic 
being due at New York on June 21. 

In explanation of Admiral Sims’s reference to his 
book “The Victory at Sea,” the New York Herald re- 
calls that “on pages 83 to 87 Admiral Sims charged that 
the Sinn Fein were openly pro-German, that they were 
sending information to Germany, that they were as- 
sisting German agents and spies to land in Ireland, and 
that their hostility to the Allied naval forces became so 
pronounced that experienced officers had to be taken 
from destroyers to protect outlying stations, and ves- 
sels had to be taken from the protection of shipping to 
prevent the landing of German agents in Ireland. The 
Admiral also spoke of attacks in Cork on American. 
sailors.” . 

The Secretary of the Navy received on June 14 the 
following dispatch from Rear Admiral Sims in London: 
“Your cable June 11 just received 13 June. Sailing 
15 June, first available transportation.” Rear Admiral 
and Mrs. Sims sailed from Southampton on June 15 on 
the liner Olympic, for New York. An Associated Press 
dispatch reports that when Admiral Sims left Waterloo 
station in London that morning his special car was so 
burdened with floral testimonials that there was scarcely 
room for his party to move about. The large gathering 
at the station that assembled to bid Admiral Sims fare- 
well included Admiral Watson, representing Baron Ar- 
thur Hamilton Lee, First Lord of the Admiralty; Ad- 
miral Freemantle, Vice Admiral Sir William Lowther 
Grant; Comdr. Harry L. Pence, U.S.N., assistant Amer- 
ican Naval Attaché; Comdr. R. H. Wright, Lieut. 
Comdr. Newton S. White, U.S.N., and Major Oscar N. 
Solbert, U.S.A., military attaché at the American Em- 
bassy. 

Admiral Sims Guest at Luncheon in London. 


- Admiral Sims was chief guest of the American Lunch- 
eon Club in London on June 10. Among those present 
at the luncheon were Vice Admiral Albert W. Grant, 
R.N.; Captain Leake, R.N., and many British naval 
officers and representatatives of foreign embassies in 
London, Lord Inchcape, Lord Tiddell, Lord Charnwood, 
Sir Thomas Lipton, the Earl of Lindsay and Sir Hall 
Caine. The chairman, Wilson Cross, referred to Admiral 
Sims’s aldress which had caused so much comment 
and said: “I think. I am right in saying that this com- 
pany will stand with him and so will every full-blooded, 
true and honest thinking American.” This was greeted 
with cheers. A cable dispatch to the New York Times 
quotes Admiral Sims as having said in reply, in part: 
“I have attempted on all oceasions to say what I have 
wanted to say. I believe I have always told the truth 
as I understand it. One of our Senators was once asked 
if he always told the truth, and he said: ‘Yes, but not 
in excess. I’m no gossip.’ I am rather afraid that I 
have gone to excess in telling the truth and I am afraid 
I did so the other day—in the opinion of certain people. 
What I said was practically the same as I said in 
America. I may have used a few more energetic ad- 
jectives which may have annoyed some people, but let us 
hope it can be explained away. Anyhow, I shall keep 
on doing the same thing. I have been advocating that 
we should keep together in decent companionship and 
brotherhood because if we do so we shall need no treaty. 
The peace of the world is going to depend upon the Eng- 
lish-speaking people of the world. If this is something 
a not say, well, I hope they will make the best 
of it. 





Comment on the Incident. 

Navy officers are reported by the New York Tribune 
as commenting on the amusing situation that “Secretary 
Denby’s action in ordering Rear Admiral Sims home 
will result in the Government paying the officer’s trans- 
portation charges instead of the Admiral paying them 
out of his own pocket. A smile is lent the situation be- 
cause the Admiral is returning aboard the same steamer 
he intended sailing on, anyhow.” 

Members of Congress, the New York World states, 
have received a deluge of messages from “back home” in 
regard to Admiral Sims’s London address. A large num- 
ber were strongly favorable, urging Senators to stand by 
Admiral Sims “for his patriotism and because he is a 
full-blooded American.”’ Other messages, however, ex- 

ressed resentment of what was characterized as “an 
insult to citizens of Irish descent.” 

The New York Tribune said: “If the Senate Naval 
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Affairs Committtce goes into the Sims speech some dyna- 
mite for Sinn Fein sympathizers is expected to result, 
friends of the Admiral declared. The Senate investiga- 
tion may afford an opportunity to make public all the 
official information gathered by naval officers on the at- 
titude of Sinn Fein toward the American naval forces in 
Ireland during the war. Friends of Admiral Sims say 
these reports, which have been kept secret, will prove 
everything he has said against the Sinn Fein. They 
say, furthermore, that the reports were rot written by 
the Admiral, but by the commanding officers at Queens- 
town, Ireland, who were on the job and knew just what 
was going on. If the Admiral is pressed too hard, his 
friends are predicting that he will explode several bombs 
of this kind at the Naval Affairs Committee hearing. It 
may very well develop that the Senate committee will 
leave the whole Sims matter in the hands of Secretary 
Denby. Senators are confronted with the fact that they 
backed Admiral Sims up a year ago in his quarrel with 
former Secretary Daniels, and they are not anxious tv 
appear as his critie now.” 

The London Express in an editorial on the Sims 
speech says: “He has been guilty of the crime of many 
great sailors—speaking his mind without attempt at 
subterfuge. Admiral Sims may have been indiscreet— 
that depends on the viewpoint—but he has done more 
fo: Anglo-American good feeling than all the studied 
phrases of a hundred diplomats. He returns to America 
honored and beloved of England.” 

An editorial in the London Daily News said: “The 


extreme promptitude and curtness with which Admiral 
Sims has been recalled testifies in itself to the force of 
the explosion which his speeches here have caused on 


the other side of the Atlantic. We take no pleasure in 
avy phase of this incident. The Admiral’s speeches seem 
to us mischievous and indefensible. The effect of them 
in tls country and in Ireland is deplorable, and the 
repereussion in America is in the highest degree un- 
desirable.” 

Possible Disciplinary Action Discussed. 

As Secretary Denby has declared that he has not 
brought the matter to the attention of the President, and 
had no intention of doing so, feelings of apprehension on 
the part of Admiral Sims’s friends may be laid aside in 
the confident belief that the case will be disposed of 
by the Secretary after careful consideration of the re- 
port the Admiral makes to Mr. Denby personally. 

The question of the extent of disciplinary action pos- 
sible under Navy Regulations, should Secretary Denby 
not regard Admiral Sims’s explanation as satisfactory, 
was generally discussed in Service circles. The matter 
of exactness of quotation in press report of Admiral 
Sims’s speech was regarded as a minor consideration in 
the case, Navy opinion being that the public discussion 
of international politics was really the issue. Many offi- 
cers who were inclined to endorse the views of Admiral 
Sims is alleged to have expressed were yet of the opinion 
that Secretary Denby would take some disciplinary 
action. The mildest punishment might then be a public 
reprimand and a warning against repeating the offense. 

Paragraph 2, Article 113 of Navy Regulations, it was 
noted, provides: “No person belonging to the Navy 
$ shall publish or cause or permit to be pub- 
lished, directly or indireetly, or communicate by private 
letters, or otherwise, except as required by his official 
duties, any information in regard to the foreign policy of 
the United States - . OF any comments or criti- 
cisms thereon,” ete. Article 22, Navy Regulations,” pro- 
vides that “all offenses committed by persons belonging 
to the Navy which are not specified in the foregoing 
articles, shall be punished as a court-martial may direct.” 
The “foregoing articles,” of course, includes court-mar- 
tial for one who “treats his superior officer with con- 
tempt, or is disrespectful to him in language and deport- 
ment, while in the exercise of his office,” and one who 


‘“violates or refuses obedience to any lawful general 


order or regulation issued by the Secretary of the Navy.” 
Among other disciplinary action which might be in 
accord with regulations, it was pointed out that Sec. 
1442, Rev. Stats. provides: “The Secretary of the Navy 
shall have authority to place on furlough any officer on 
the active list of the Navy.” An explanatory note states 
that furlough, in the ordinary sense of the administra- 
tion of a department, is a question of duty and pay, not 
of rank or place on the roll of the Navy. Hence, in the 
opinion of legal-minded officers, it is regarded as a pre- 
rogative of the Secretary of the Navy to furlough an 
officer without pay, and that the furlough period might 
be continued until an officer reaches the age of retire- 
ment. It is also held that an officer can be separated 
from the Service by the President. In Blake vs. the 
United States, the Supreme Court of the United States, 
in October, 1880, held that “the President has the power 
to supersede or remove an officer of the Army or the 
Navy by the appointment, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, of his successor; that it was not 
the purpose of the fifth section of the act of July 13, 
1866 (12 Stat. 92), to withdraw that power.” ’

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NAVY G.O. ON PROFESSIONAL ARTICLES. 


Secretary of the Navy Denby made pubiic on June 14 
the text of a new general order to officers of the Navy 
and Marine Corps, announcing that there would be no 
censorship maintained over oral discussions or articles 
on professional subjects by officers, but warning them 
that they were not to discuss war plans openly, make 
publie secret information, or say things bearing on the 
foreign policies of the United States Government or 
which may be offensive to foreign governments. The 
order reads: 

Articles on professional subjects. 

1. The Navy Department will maintain no censorship on 
discussions or articles on professional subjects by persons be- 
longing to the Navy. Nevertheless, unrestricted utterance or 
publication of fact and opinion may divulge information which 
it is not advisable to make public, and may constitute an offense 
against military discipline, as “conduct prejudicial to good order 
and discipline.” 

2. For information and guidance of the Naval Service this 
order enumerates some of the limitations which come under the 
Naval Regulations: (a) Articles bearing on the foreign policies 
of the Government; (b) articles offensive to foreign govern- 
ments; (¢) open discussion of war plans, fee an or approved 
strategic and tactical plans, or of new deve mts in naval 
material not yet made public. 

3. Na Regulations, 1920, Article 123 (5) prescribe 
method of caring for “secret and confidential” material a 
100 (1) forbids praise or censure of other persons in the 
Naval Service. Article 198 states that the ives of others 
must not be impugned. Articles 98 and 99 prescribe the meth- 
ods of redress for wrongs. Article 2027 covers appeals. Regu- 
lations alone exist for guidance im correspondence. 

4. communication intended for the guile should be 
composed only after mature reflection, in & spirit of good taste 





and good temper, and in a seemly and proper manner, 
5. A signed copy of any article by any person in the Navy 


on professional subjects must be in the hands of the Navy 
Department at the time of publicati of icati The 
auther will be responsible for any statements made. 

6. The Navy Department invites and urges officers to submit 
well-eonsidered ideas and suggestions for improvements relative 
to naval efficiency. Suggestions based on practical rience 
are especially desivable. Such communications wil be addressed 
to the Secretary of the Navy and will be officially acknowledged 
by the office to which they may be referred. If found te have 
value, or to indicate more than usual interest in his profession 
on the part of any officer or man, the fact will be entered on 
his official record

ARMY AIR SERVICE MATTERS. 


The Secretary of War, who is making a personal in- 
quiry into the conditions which resulted in Major Gen. 
Charles T. Menoher, Chief of Air Service, U.S.A., re- 
questing the detachment of his assistant, Brig. Gen. Wil- 
liam Mitchell, had not reached the point in his inquiry 
where he was ready to discuss the matter and indicate 
possible action. He declined, on June 16, to disclose his 
decision, but intimated that he would soon be ready to 
do so. There is a general expectation, in fact, that all 
matters over which there may be differences in the War 
Department will have been adjusted by the time Gen. 
John J. Pershing takes office on July 1 as Chief. of Staff. 
{n the office of the Chief of Air Service there is no indi- 
vation that the differences between the chief and his as- 
sistant have affected the officer personnel on duty, for 
activities have been concentrated on the Army’s partici- 
pation in the warship bombardment tests which begin 
on June 21. 

A matter which was stated to have no relation to the 
alleged “friction” in the Air Service was brought up in 
vonnection with it by the daily press on June 11. Ac- 
cording to newspaper reports, “it wes stated at the 
office of the Secretary of War” on that date that Gen- 
eral Menoher and General Mitchell had been advised that 
their financial connection with the company publishing 
the U.S. Air Service, a magazine, was not, in view of 
their official positions, deemed to be to the best interests 
of the Army; and that “this advice had no relation to 
the alleged ‘frietion’ in the Air Service, said the Secre- 
tary.” ‘The fact is, that Secretary Weeks did not make 
any statement relative to this matter, that it was han- 
dled wholly as a War Department mater after an in- 
vestigation and the advice was forwarded to the two offi- 
vers more than three weeks ago. It was learned that Gen- 
eral Menoher had held one share, par $25, in the com- 
pany incorporated to publish a magazine as the official 
publication of the Army and Navy Air Service Assecia- 
tion, and that General Mitchell held four shares. Gen- 
eral Menoher has digposed of his single share to a 
civilian member of the association. Members of the as- 
sociation for which thg magazine is publisied stated that 
the advice of Secretary Weeks would clarify a situa- 
tion which had been troublesome, because the magazine 
could in future be conducted with a degree of independ- 
ence impessible in the past, and without appearing to 
take sides on a question of administration. Im fact, a 
reorganization of the publication branch of the associa- 
tion was already under way which promised a field of 
greater usefulness for the publication and a wider field 
than was possible under the apparent partisanship on 
the air force question it has shown in the past. The 
Board of Control of the Army and Navy Air Associa- 
tion, of which General Menoher is president, will con- 
tinue to direct the affairs of the association.

WARRANT OFFICERS ON RETIRED LIST. 
Revised Opinion Relative to Pay and Allowances. 


Secretary of War Weeks has approved a revised opin- 
ion of the J.A.G., given on May 20, holding that any 
retired enlisted man having to his credit World War 
service as a eommanding officer, although placed on the 
retired list after June 4, 1920 (the date when took effect 
the Army Reorganization act), but prior te March 3, 
1921 (the date when took effect the joint resolution in 
relation to the expiration of the war emergency), is en- 
titled to receive retired pay and allowances of a warrant 
officer on the retired list under Sec. 127a of the act of 
June 4, 1920. An earlier opinion of the J.A.G. was 
that only those enlisted men retired prior to June 4, 
1920, come within the provisions of Sec. 127a of the act 
of June 4, 1920. This earlier opinion was delivered in 
the case of Lieut. Col. Robert Loghry, S8.C., U.S.A., who 
inquired whether, if retired as an enlisted man “prior 
to the declaration of peace” he would be entitled to the 
retired pay and allowances of a warrant officr on the 
retired list. Colonel Loghry served continuously as an 
emergency officer from July, 1917, to June, 1920, and 
asserted he was eligible for retirement under the laws 
governing retirement of enlisted men. He added: “Upon 
discharge from my present commission I am authorized 
under the present law to reinstatement to the grade 
which I held prior to discharge for the purpose of ac- 
cepting a commission, namely, that of master signal 
electrician.” 

In connection with the case The Adjutant General 
suggested hypothetical questions. The J.A.G. then held 
(July 27, 1920) that only retired enlisted men retired 
prior to the approval of the act of June 4, 1920, and 
otherwise qualified, come within the tenth paragraph of 
Sec. 127a. This paragraph reads: “Retired enlisted 
men who have served honorably as commissioned officers 
of the U.S. Army at some time between April 6, 1917, 
and Nov. 11, 1918, including those who have been placed 
on the retired list during the World War, and who have 
been or may hereafter be discharged from their tem- 
porary commissions, shall receive the retired pay and 
allowances of warrant officers on the retired list, as pro- 
vided in this act.” ; . 

In requesting a reconsideration of this opinion it was 
stated that it was known that the purpose of the above 
paragraph of Sec. 127a was not to provide for future 











retirement, but to apply to those men of commissioned 
service who had retired previous to the approval of the 
act and were not a for appointment as warrant 
officers. In the opinion of July 14, 1920, the J.A.G, 
stated: “Had Congress intended to include within the 
purview of the section enlisted men retired prior to 
the approval of the act, the term used at the beginning 
of the subsection, viz., ‘retired enlisted men,’ would have 
parrowed so as to read ‘enlisted men heretofore retired,’ 
or some such phrase. This view is supported by the 
fact that if such was the intent of C there was 
no occasion for referring to the World War. It would 
have been sufficient to include only those on the retired 
list since April 6, 1917. . . . the whole sub- 
section together, this office is constrained to the conclu- 


sion that the Congress intended to embrace within this 
portion of the act all enlisted men having the other 
qualifications, whe should attain a retired status prior 
to the termination of the World War. The whole sub- 
section when considered as a whole, however, indicated 
that in using the past perfect tense in this regard Con- 
gress intended to refer in point of time to the conclusion 
of the World War rather than to the date of the ap- 
proval of the act.” The revised opinion concludes: 
“This office, therefore, does not adhere to the views ex- 
pressed in this regard in the opinion of July 14, 1920, 
and is now of the epinion that retired enlisted men who 
otherwise may be regarded as qualified are included in 
subsection 10, See. 127a, even though retired subsequent 
to the approval of said act, but prior to the termination 
of the World War.” ‘The opinion also invites attention 
to Pub. Res. No. 64, March 3, 1921, declaring that cer- 
tain acts of Congress shall be construed as if the World 
War had ended on the date the resolution beeame ef- 
fective. The Atterney General in an opinion of April 
11, 1921, construing the effect of this resolution said: 
“What Congress has done is to declare a state, or rather 
a condition, of peace to exist as to the laws of and gov- 
erning the United States. Read in this light, which it 
seems to me it is evident is the true intent of Congress, 
all acts and regulations depending for their force upon 
a state of war or emergency are of no further force.” 





NOTES OF THE AIR SERVICES. 


Casualties in Air Service. 

Since April 1 seventeen Army fliers, one Marine 
Corps flier, and two civilians have been killed in air- 
plane crashes, in flights connected with preparation for 
the joint Army and Navy bombing of warships. Twelve 
Army fliers were injured and also one Marine Corps 
flier, so that the list of casualties on June 10 stood, 
twenty dead, twelve injured. In the opinion of a fore- 
most flying instructor most of these casualties may be 
credited to the average flier’s willingness to take chances 
and not to the defect of airplane construction. Expert- 
ness in the air among the young officers, said this au- 
thority, leads to a disregard of the line of safety and 
disaster is a result. 

Reduction in Air Service Personnel. 

The Army Air Service has, progressively for more 
than a year, reduced its civilian personnel so that by 
July 1 it will stand at 309. One year the civilian 
personnel on duty in the office of the Chief of Air Ser- 
vice numbered 860. The reduction is made mandatory 
by the Legislative, Executive and Judicial act for the 
year ending June 30, 1922, which will provide about 
$350,000 for civilian personnel in this o as against 
$948,000 available for the current fiscal year. 

New Idea in Flight Communication. 
Flights by Navy heavier-than-air and lighter-than-air 


craft in co-operation with the Army at Fort Tilden, 


N.Y., the last week in May, in connection with spotting 
12-inch mortar firing, was unusually successful. A new 
development in communication arose because of a lapse 
in radio, whereby in the spotting of target practice trans- 
mission was made from the aireraft to the Army radio 
station and thence by telephone to the batteries. Com- 
munication was declared nearly perfect. This was the 
first time so far as known that radio and land telephone 
were used successfully in transmitting spots from 
air. 
New Army Airplanes Testcd. 

Two new airplanes built for the Army Air Service 
have been tested at McCook Field, Ohio. The Loening 
PW-2, single seater pursuit airplane was flown by Lieut. 
J. A. Macready, whe reported that the machine handled 
well, was pleasant to fly and excellent visi- 
bility. He experienced no difficulties in the half-hour 
test flight. This airplane is —_ with. a 300-horse- 
power Wright engine with four-bladed propeller and 
carries full military equipment for the single-seater pur- 
suit airplane developed during the war, being a mono- 
plane with wing attached to the upper longerons and 
braced by diagonal struts to the lower longerous of the 
fuselage. The G. Elias TA-1 training airplane was 
flown by Lieut. George B. Patterson, who reported that 
the machine balanced perfectly, seemed very light and 
responsive to controls. It is a two-seater, equipped with 
170-horsepower Wasp ABC air-cooled radial engine. It 
is the first military airplane which has been flown 
with the U.S.A. 27-wing curve, which has given remark- 
able results in wind-tunnel tests. With this wing sec- 
tion only one pair of struts on each side is required for 
bracing, which greatly simplifies ‘rigging and mainte- 
nance in the field. 

Navy Flier Commended for Forest Fire Work. 

Lieut. George R. Pond, U.S.N.R.F., attached to the 
naval air station at San Diego, Calif., has been warmly 
commended for the assistance he rendered recently in the 
control of a large forest fire in the Catalina mountains. 
In an Army airplane loaned to him by the commanding 
officer of Rockwell Field, he made flights over 
the fire and kept the forest officers advised of the danger 
points and fire lines and the rate at which the fire was 
burning. Lieutenant Pond at the time was on duty in 
search of a Navy kite balloon which had been blown 
from one of the battleships of the U.S. Pacific Flect. On 
his arrival at Tucson, Ariz., in the course of his search, 
he was appealed to by the city authorities and the for- 
estry officers to assist in fighting the fire, which he did, 
and further extension of his service was granted on ap- 
plication to his commanding officer at San Diego. 

Flight of Navy Airship Praised. 

In connection with the recent national balloon race, 
the Navy non-rigid airship E-1 left Pensacola, Fla., on 
May 23 at 11:40 p.m. arriving after an uneventful 
night voyage at Birmingham, » at 7:40 am., the

Semi-Rigid Airship Roma Due Here Soon. 


Col. Evan M. Johnson, U.S.A., military attaché at 
the “American Embassy, Rome, Italy, reported to the 
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War Department on June 6 that the semi-rigid airship 
Roma, purchased by the U.S. Government from the 
Italian Government, was shipped from Genoa for New- 
port News, Va., on the U.S. naval collier Mars on May 
28. The airship, which is in charge of an American officer 
and five men, was expected to arrive in about two weeks. 
It is then to be taken to Langley Field and erected. About 
three months, it is believed, will be necessary to accom- 
plish this work. Although the purchase price of the Roma 
was $185,000, it is thought that when the expenses of 
dismantling, shipping and re-erecting are included, the 
cost will total about $200,000. The ship is the largest 
semi-rigid craft in the world. 


Army and Navy Balloons in Race. 


The Acro Club of America on June 4 made public 
from its headquarters in New York city the result of 
the national free air balloon race which started from 
Birmingham, Ala., on May 21. There were ten entrants, 
of which one was from the Army and another from the 
Navy. The Army balloon, which was piloted by Lieut. 
Col. Frank P. Lahm, Air Ser., U.S.A., with Major Oscar 
Westover, Air Ser., U.S.A.. as aid, finished ninth in the 
race, having flown 143 miles and landing six and one- 
half miles east of Columbia, Tenn. The Navy balloon, 
which finished tenth and was piloted by Lieut. Comdr. 
Louis J. Roth, U.S.N,. with Lieut. H. FE. Holland, U.S. 
N.. as aid, traveled 118 miles, the landing having been 
mide eight miles east of Lawrenceburg, Tenn. 


Airplane Flight into Grand Cajon. 


Lieut. Alexander Pearson, jr., Air Ser., U.S,A., made 
a successful flight into the Grand Caiion of the Colorado 
June 12 to study its air currents. He found a landing 
field in what is known as Big Park, the only clear space 
among the great pine forests that clothe the Kaibab 
Plateau. Big Park is at an altitude of more than 9,000 


feet.

NAVY INSTRUCTOR ON ANNAPOLIS TEACRING 
Replics to Senator Pomercne’s Midshipman Letter. 


Replying to the attack made by Senator Pomerene in, 


the Senate on May 27-on the educational system at the 
U.S. Naval Academy, chiefly through quoting an anony- 
mous letter written by a midshipman at the Academy, 
noted on page 1083 of our issue of June 4, an instructor 
at Annapolis. who is a graduate of the institution, made 
the following comments: 

“If this midshipman is as young as his presence in 
the Nuvai Academy would imply, it is ditficult to under- 
staud how he can make couparisons and claim that the 
otficers. now here as instructors are not up to the for- 
mer standard. With all proper respect to the officers 
who were at the Academy in tay time, I believe that 
those here at present are equally well prepared to carry 
on the work of those before them regarding whose suc- 
cess there is no question. Not only that. but with the 
fresh professional experience gained under war condi- 
tions they ave better able in sume cases to tell the ‘whys’ 
and ‘huws’ and “don'ts.” I have never heard the claim 
put forth that a Navy officer is a trained teacher, but in 
subjects of purely professional character, in navigation. 
ordnance, gunnery, seamanship, marine engines, it would 
be ditticult to find men better prepared to carry on the 
course than the olticers. whose daily routine aboard ship 
involves the practical application of these branches. Fur- 
thermore, it must be presumed that they take an interest 
in the work of the midshipmen if for no other reason 
than to prevent terning out half-baked officers who. more 
than likely, will serve under them later, possibly in emer- 
gencies. : 

“While a midshipioan at the Academy I had the im- 
pression that the instructors, officers and civilians, were 
trying to annihilate me. It was a battle for a mark, 
and the getting of that mark was the chief concern. I 
believe this to be the mental attitude of the average mid- 
shipman. During his time at the Academy he is boit- 
ered very little about how much he is taught if only he 
is given the mark. At any rate; the thirst for knowl- 
edge does nol exercise sufficient influence to lead him ‘to 
go to voluntary cxtra instruction, which is provided for 
in all iepartments. Seemingly the matter of marks holds 
too iinportant a place in the scheme of things at the 
Academy, but the marks are necessaty to establish the 
relatise stonding of the midshipmen at graduation. 
Fewer marks might be given. but it is more fair to the 
midshipman to give marks frequently. The officers real- 
ize, even more thar. do the midshipmen, that their stand- 
ing at the finish of the course has a bearing upon promo- 
tion and therefore tke greatest care is exercised in giv- 
ing, working out and recording marks. The anonymous 
midshipman writer docs not bring out the fact in the 
le.ter read by Senator Pomerenc that cxamination pa- 
pers are vorrected twice in the interest of fairness, that 
the two readings must agree within narrow limits, and 
if not, the markers must consult to reconcile the re. 
sults—and also that in case of any Coubt tke decision is 
always in favor of the midshipman. I am constrained 
to believe that this whole discussion is due, not to 
teaching or methods, bnt to the mistaken idea on the 
pert of midsnipmen that they are not being treated 
fairly. It is certain that any midshipman who fai!s in 
his studies at the Naval Academy is undeveloped or 
poorly prepared, or la. ks intelligence or energy. Lf his 
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and try again. If.it is due to lack of intelligence or lazi- 
ness, he should not be permitted to graduate.” 


Class of ’81 Commends System of Instruction. 

The following telegram was sent to Rear Admiral 
Archibald H. Scales, Superintendent of the Naval Acad- 
emy, from the Class of 1881 on June 3, signed by Sena- 
tor O. E. Weller of Maryland, president of the class, and 
was made public by Secretary Denby on June 7: “The 
class of ’81, meeting to celebrate the forticth anniversary 
of its graduation, hzs seventy-five per cent. of its living 
members present. We regret the recent public attacks 
on the Academy and on its system of instruction. Some 
of us are in the Service and many of us in civil life. We 
have had fair share of ups and downs, of successes and 
failures. We have had to compete with graduates of the 
great colleges and universities of the world, and we are 
satisfied that Annapolis methods are good and that they 
have greatly aided us in our various callings. We must, 
of course, always try to progress and improve, for that 
is the Navy way; but we believe that our system is 
sound and hope it will not be changed. ‘The citizens 
should remember that when a civil university graduates 
a few unfit men no great harm is done; but Annapolis 
must graduate absolutely no man until sure that he is 
fitted to respond for the lives of our men, the honor of 
our flag and our country. We therefore earnestly urge 
you to continue to maintain the Academy's past and 
present standards—professional, scholastic and ethical.”

Secretary of the Navy Denby delivered an address to 
the graduates of the Georgetown University on June 15 
in the course of which he said that “America must main- 
tain a Navy sufficiently large to keep the sea lanes open 
at all times, that her goods may pass freely across the 
earth or else go down on her knees aud sue for peace 
at any terms if her commerce should be cut off, even 
for several months.” He also spoke to the graduates of 
the Foreign Trade School on the same day. 

Comdr. Fred H. Poteet, U.S.N., who has been in 
charge of the Navy recruiting station, New York, has 
been assigned to command the destroyer Ratlburne and 
Division 14, Pacific Fleet. ‘This division will shortly 
be sent to the Asiatic station.

The U.S. Naval Academy's rowing crew arrived at 
their quarters on the Hudson River at Poughkeepsie on 
June 11, under the charge of Lieut.

The 
shells and equipment of the crew were brovght to the 
Hudson intercollegiate course on board the submarine

E. D. Graves, jr., and V. V. Jacomini. U.S.N. The 
crew is the heaviest on the river it is stated, averaging 
180 pounds, seven pounds more than the next heavi- 
est crew, that from California. On June 16 the crew 
rowed against the watch twice. At the time trial in 
the morning the crew covered the course in eapproxi- 
mately 16 mins. 30 sees. with a strong tide against 
them. ‘The Navy drew third place in the choice for 
positions for the race on June 22, 

Navy Enlisted Men Commended. 

The Secretary of the Navy has commended Edgar 
Arthur Kneebone, U.S.N., ship’s cook, first class, and 
Edwin Ray Elting, U.S.N., fireman, third class, and has 
recommended them to the Sceretary cf the Treasury for 
award of life-saving medals for their heroic rescue of 
Benjamin B. Foulke, seaman, U.S.N., on Icb. 7, 1921, 
who bad falleu overboard from Submariue Chaser 277. 
The Seerctary has also commended Joseph Raymond, 
chief gunner’s mate, U.S.N., of the U.S.S. Rowan, for 
his action in saving the life of M. S. Ward, attached to 
the U.S.S. Putnam on April 30, 1921, at navy yard, 
Brooklyn, N.Y. 


Vargious Navat Irexs. 


The U.S.S. Utah will be directed to proceed to Cher- 
bourg, France, on ber departure from European waters, 
the prospective date for which is July 5, 1921. 

The U.S. Navy receiving ship at Bay Ridge, Brook- 
lyn, N.Y., and all the Federal buildings at the distribut- 
ing station were vacated by the Navy forces June 4. 
Capt. H. H. Ilough, U.S.N., led the men away after ihe 
flag was hauled down and taps were suunded. Park 
Coinmissioner John N. Harman, of Brooklyn, at once 
assumed control of the grounds. The 150 buildings 
erected by the Government during the World War at a 
cost of over $3,500,000, are to become the property of 
the Brooklyn Departinent of Parks. 

Cerman Stbmuarine Sunk in Lake Michigan. 

Complying with the terms of the armistice agreement, 
the German submarine UC-97, which, it is said, sank 
seven Allicd merchant ships during the World War, was 
herself sunk in Lake Michigan, between Chicago and 
Milwaukee, by the U.S.S. Wilmette and Hawk on June 
7. Early on that day the submarine, which has been 
on exhibition in Chicago for two years, was towed out 
into the lake. A few hours later the Wilmetiec, in com- 
mand of Capt. Edward A. Evers, U.S.N.RLE., and with 


Capt. Daniel W. Wurtzhaugh, U.S.N., commanding the 
naval training station at Great Lakes, aboard, and the 
ilawk, Jeft South Chicago, both vessels manned by offi- 
vers und crews of the Naval Reserve, aud with iustruc- 
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tor officers from the Great Lakes station. The location 
ef the submarine was unknown, but she was found in 
due time and the attack commenced. The craft was 
sunk in deep water within one minute after the first 
salvo of thirteen shots struck her. The German vessel 
was one of the ten which were surrendered by the Ger- 
mans at Harwich, England. 





MARINE Corps Nores. 

Col. W. B. Lemly, Assistant Q.M. at headquarters, 
has taken station at the depot of Supplies, Philadelphia. 

Lieut. Col. R. S. Hooker, having been relieved by 
Lieut. Col. W. H. Pritchett at Norfolk, has been as- 
signed tu the Naval War College. 

Lieut. Col. R. R. Wallace has been assigned to ma- 
rine barracks at New Orleans, relieving Lieut. Col. W. 
H. Pritchett, who has been assigned to command ma- 
rine barracks, navy yard, Norfolk. 

The resignations of captains and lieutenants recently 
appointed to permanent status in the Marine Corps are 
being accepted, but are so few in number that it is taken 
as indicating that the reported wave of dissatisfaction 
among the appointees was not so serious as generally 
stated. Col. G. C. Thorpe, a recent graduate of the 
Naval War College, has been detached from duty at 
headquarters and assigned to command marine barracks 
at the Pearl Harbor (H.T.) naval station. 


Gen. Cyrus Radford Decorated.

COAST GUARD NOTES. 


The Senate on June 13 received the nomination of 
Lieut. William H. Shea to be licutenant commander in 
the Coast Guard, to rank as such from April 23, 1921, 
in place of Licut.Comdr. W. A. Wiley, retired. 

Candidates designated to take examinations for en- 
trance to the Coast Guard Academy numbered forty- 
three for cadet and three for cadet engineer on June 16. 
The Coast Guard is still making designations and is en- 
couraged by the number already designated tu expect 
that the final total will be more than fifty. 

The revision of Chapters 6 and 7, Coast Guard Regu- 
lations, relating to leaves and to grades and ratings, is 
now in process and will soon be issued to the Service. 

Officers of the Coast Guard are hopeful that their Ser- 
vice will be among the first to receive the attention of 
the Joint Congressional Committee on Reorganization. 
The unrest in the Coast Gpard since the armistice has 
naturally had an effect upon the morale of the commis- 
sioned personnel, and it is believed that if stability can 
be procured through the work of this committee it will 
be extremely beneficial to the Service. 
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NAVAL RESERVE FORCE NOTES. 
Effective Dates of Discharge. 

In accordance with a decision of the Secretary of the 
Navy the discharge of a member of the Naval Reserve 
Force discharged prior to expiration of enrolment will 
be effective from the date of its actual delivery to the 
reservist or, in case delivery is not made direct, the 
date of delivery to the address on file wiil be considered 
as the actual date of discharge. Reservists will be en- 
titled to retainer pay up to the actual date of discharge. 
Discharges will only be issued in accordance with exist- 
ing instructions. 

Notice of Discharge to Allotment Office. 

As the accounts of all reservists are automatically 
closed at the expiration of enrolment as shown by tlie 
records in the Navy Department, it has been directed 
that formal notices of discharge on account of expira- 
tion of enrolment, or copies thereof, be sent to the Navy 
Allotment Office. Notice of discharge prior to expira- 
tion of enrolment, or where there is a refund of court- 
martial checkage to be made under the provisions of 
Article 4893, Naval Instructions, 1915, must be for- 
warded to the Navy Allotment Office. 


New Order of Payment of Retainer Pay. 

A forthcoming new order on the subject of payment 
of retainer pay, based on an opinion of the J.A.G. of the 
Navy. will provide that hereafter retainer pay for con- 
firmed reservists will be paid on positive vouchers to 
the effect that the man has performed the service re- 
quired by law in maintaining efficiency, and not on 
negative information. Previously every man was paid 
on his record and was only checked for non-performance 
of his duty. 


Naval Reserves Save Three Lives. 


The officers and crew of Eagle 9, manned by Naval 
Reserves from Virginia, have to their credit the rescue 
ef three persons from the waters of the Potomac river 
on Juve 7, for which it is the intention of Secretary 
Deuby to issue to them a letter of commendation. The 
rescucd persons were members of a party which went on 
the U.S.S. Sylph as guests of Mrs. Harding, wife of the 
President, on a visit to Mount Vernon. In sending a 
portion ef the party asbore in a large barge belonging 
to the U.S.S. Mayflower, the barge took fire and those 
on board were compelled to jump overboard. The offi- 
eers and crew of the Sylph went to the rescue, as did 
Eagle 9, the latter picking up three persons. All in 
the party on the burning barge were taken aboard the 
rescuing craft. Secretary Denby, accompanied by Capt. 
Henry J. Ziegemeier, officer in charge of the Naval Re- 
serve Force Division, Bureau of Navigation, made an 
inspection of the Eagle 9 on June 8, and complimented 
the officers and men upon the excellent appearance of 
the craft and their work in making a cruise along the 
coast from Richmond. Lieut. W. K. Beard, U.S.N.R.F., 
is in command and about sixty Reservists from the vicin- 
ity of Richmond are making the cruise, which ends this 


week.

The Navy Department is heartily in accord with the 
suggestion we made in our issue of May 28 that a battle- 


ship in reserve be assigned to the 1st Battalion of New 
York Naval Militia at New York city to replace the old 
Granite State, destroyed by fire on May 23. The de- 
partment realizes that the efficiency of the battalion can 
best be conserved by assigning a modern ship to it for 
instruction purposes and is anxious to aid the Naval 


Militiamen as far as possible. To this end we under- 
stand that it is likely that the second-class battleship 
Illinois, now laid up at Philadelphia, may be assigned 
to the Ist Battalion of New York Naval Militia, and it 
is hoped that this assignment may be made. The Illi- 
nois has already been inspected by a board of officers 
with a view to her assignment to the 1st Battalion, and 
has been found admir ably fitted for its use. She has 
a length over all of 375 feet four inches, a beam of 


a length over all of 375 feet 4 inches, a beam of 72 feet 
2% inches and a displacement of 12,150 tons. Her 
main battery is four 13-inch guns, her secondary battery 
is eight 6-inch guns, and she is equipped with 3-inch 
anti-aircraft guns. The hull armor of the Illinois is 
1614, 13% and 914 inches, with 14-inch armor on the 
turrets. She has ‘quarters for 22 wardroom officers, 20 
junior officers, 10 warrant officers, 33 petty officers and 
732 men. ‘The Illinois was launched in October, 1898, 
and was first commissioned in 1901.

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CoMING AMERICAN WITHDRAWAL FROM SAN DOMINGO. 

Rear Admiral S. 8S. Robison, U.S.N., Military Gov- 
ernor of San Domingo, published a proclamation through- 
out the Dominican Republic on June 14 announcing the 
hope of the United States Government that it could 
withdraw American military control from San Domingo 
within eight months. The proclamation, which was 
made public in Washington by the State Department, 
also stated that Admiral Robison, as Military Governor, 
will surrender executive power as soon as a president 
has been duly elected, the Dominican Congress has rati- 
fied a “convention of evacuation” and a condition of 





peace and good order obtains. Admiral Robison ended 
his proclamation with an expression of apprec iation for 
the services of its members the native advisory commis- 


sion created by the Military Governor under President 
Wilson’s proclamation to arrange for withdrawal. 


Navy Strenetu Now UNber 120,000. 

The enlisted strength: of the Navy dropped below 120,- 
000 in the week ending June 13, in that period 662 
men being separated from the Service. The strength of 
the enlisted personnel was 119,945, which includes 785 
Reserves on active duty and 1,466 men in naval prisons 
or under discipline. Re-enlistments are holding to a 
high average, also first enlistments, but not sufficiently 
high to offset the separations. The Navy now has 7,295 
Regular officers and 755 Reserves on active duty status. 
The strength of midshipmen at the Naval Academy is 
1,751. The Marine Corps is making a small but steady 
gain in enlisted strength and it stood at 21,950 on June 
13, ineluding seven Reservists and 259 men in prisons or 
under discipline. 
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SecreTARY DENBY TO MAKE WESTERN Tour. 

Plans for an extensive western trip, including all Pa- 
cific states, Alaska and Honolulu, beginning in July, 
have been made by Secretary of the Navy Denby and 
Secretary of the Interior Fall. They will be accom- 
panied by Admiral Robert E. Coontz, Chief of Opera- 
tions. On the way back to Washington the party will 
visit the gulf coast.

Camp Humphreys Engineer R.O.T.C. Camp. 

The incoming Engineer R.O.T.C. class was to ar- 
rive at Camp A. A. Humphreys, Va., on Jun eld and 16, 
from eighteen different Engineer units from as many 
different institutions taroughout the country. Plans for 
this year’s camp include a basic course for those who are 
attending the camp for the first time, and advance course 
for those who attended last year’s camp.

Texas Agricultural and Mechanical College. 

The forty-fifth annual commencement of the A. and M.

F, J. T. asks: Have been in the Army about six months; 
enlisted at age of sixteen plus, with consent of my father 
and special permission of War Department. Father, over 
sixty, now out of work for some time. Can I secure a dis. 
charge on account of my youth? Answer: This would be a 
poor reason under the circumstances. Perhaps you could 
obtain a discharge for dependency. When the Army Appro- 
priation bill becomes a law, regulations will be issued widen- 
ing the opportunities to secure release from enlistment con- 
tracts. 

J. J. D.—Submit your claim for personal property loss to 
the Auditor of the War Department. Recent amendments of 
the law make it possible for him to reconsider claims that 
were formerly refused. 

J. L. B.—Apply to The A.G. regarding 9th Illinois Volun- 
teers in Cuba and 30th U.S. Volunteers in Philippines. The 27th 
Infantry was in Cuba from about Oct. 12, 1906, to April 
1, 1909, 

J. H. B.—There is no twenty-five-year enlisted retirement 
in the Army. Thirty years is the requisite, with allowance 
of double time in certain war and foreign service toward the 
thirty years. 

H. W. B. asks: Does the Philippine Congressional medal 
carry with it extra pay? Answer: No; the Medal of Honor, 
D.S.C. and D.S.M. are the decorations that carry extra pay. 

A. W. P.—It is uncertain when there will be vacancies in 
the grade of master sergeant. With Congress decreeing a 
reduction in the Army, promotions are at a standstill or 
worse. 

H. G. asks: (1) When did the 19th U.S. Infantry go to 
the Philippine Islands the first time? (2) When did the 
12th U.S. Infantry return from the Philippines (first tour)? 
Answer: (1) Sailed from U.S. July 24, 1899. (2) Twelfth 
arrived back home April 26, 1902. 

Cc. 8. O.—A retired chief warrant, officer of the Navy who 
held the temporary rank of lieutenant during the war is not 
entitled to wear at any time the uniform of any grade but 
that in which he is retired. A retired officer with a brevet 
commission may wear the uniform of his highest brevet rank. 

E. D. W. asks: Is w Reserve officer not on active duty re- 
quired to wear a red chevron on the sleeve of the blouse 
when he is present in uniform on occasions of military cere- 
mony? Answer: He would wear the U.S.R. . 

G. P. S—A man who would count his Philippine service 
toward retirement would not count Honolulu as a port of 
call for the purpose of A.R. 134. The ‘‘first port of call’’ 


would be the first port in the Philippines at which the 
transport called on that journey. 

W. M. F.—No candidate shall be admitted (to the U.S. 
Military Academy) who is under seventeen or over twenty- 
two years of age, or less than five feet four inches in height. 


The President is authorized to appoint cadets to the U.S. 
M.A, from among enlisted men of the Regular Army and the 
National Guard between the ages of nineteen and twenty-two 
years who have served as enlisted men not less than one 
year. 

W. L. C.——Congress has taken no action in regard to the 
bill (H.R. 5428) of Mr. Johnston, of South Dakota, pub- 
lished in our issue of May 7, to count N.G. service toward 
longevity of emergency officers the same as for N.G. officers 
in the war forcés, 

O. R. ©, asks: (1) Will a warrant officer who holds a Re- 
serve commission be discharged upon being ordered to active 
duty, or vacate same as done in the case of a commissioned 
officer being advanced to a temporary grade? (2) Has there 
been a list made to show seniority of warrant officers ap- 
pointed to rank from July 1, 1920? If not, how will this be 
determined? Answer: (1) If for temporary duty as a Re- 
s@fve officer, he would hardly be discharged from his per- 
manent grade. Warrant officers are not being ordered to 
O.R.C. commission duty. When they are, regulations will 
issue to cover the conditions. (2) List not issued. War 
Department will decide. See A.R. 9.

TACTICAL. 


A. E. McK. asks: Can the rifle be carried at port arms while 
marching? Answer: Yes. See Par. 76, Sub-par. 6, I.D.R. 

J. J. B. asks: Please state definitely at what precise moment 
the right guide of a company steps back into ranks, the com- 
mand “1, Company right, 2. March, 3, Company, 4. Halt,” 
having been given? A and B claim that the right guide im- 
mediately steps back, while C claims that there is an appreciable 
lapse of time (till the third command) before he steps back. 
What is the rule? Answer: The question as stated is errone 
ous, as the guide is at no time during the execution of the 
movement ordered ont of place, because the company in order 
to execute the command given must either be in “line cf 
platoons” or “close line.” See Par. 263, I.D.R. It is_there- 
fore believed that the command “1, Platoon right, 2. March, 
3. Platoon, 4. Halt,’’ was the command intended. In this 
case as the drill regulations describe the execution of the entire 
movement and then concludes by saying “the right guide steps 
back, takes post on the right flank, and marks time,” it is be- 
lieved that he should not step back until the movement is 
completed. See Par. 176, I.D.R. 

RANDOLPH-MACON asks: “A’’ contends that when the cap- 
tain drilling the company in the “manual of arms” cautions 
“by the numbers” and then orders “parade rest’’ and then 
“attention” that “by the numbers” is broken. ‘“B’’ contends 
that “by the numbers’ is not broken by “parade rest.’ Which 
is correct? Answer: “B” is correct. The I.D.R., page 28, 
Par. 4, states that “by the numbers’ is broken by giving a 
movement not included in the manual of arms and all move- 
ments from Rar. 77 to 100, inclusive, arc included therein. 

TON asks: Is there any regulation whereby an enlisted 
man may be detailed to act as an officer, and to fulfil the 
position of “Officer of the Day’? Answer: The Manual of 
interior Guard Duty states that an officer will be detailed as 
the “Officer of the Day’; it also states that such an officer 
may or may not be detailed. It does not contemplate, however, 
that in case of no officer being detailed as Officer of the Day, 
the commander of the guard, if he be a non-commissioned 
officer, acts as such. As the office of Officer of the Day is 
specifically set apart for an officer to fill, no enlisted man could 
be detailed to fill it. 

C. VAN O. asks: (1) “A” claims that at informal guard 
mount when the new guard has been inspected before being 
marched to the guard house, that the old guard will be turned 
out for an armed party, except on Sundays, when it will be 
merely formed in tront of the guard house. Then the new 
guard will be marched by the old guard, executing “eyes right,’’ 
the old guard coming to “present arms.’”’ “B” claims on the 
other hand that on Sundays the new guard is not marched 
past the old guard and that the old guard would not present 
arms, as it wouid be a compliment, and guards do not render 
compliments on Sundays. Which is correct? (2) At parade 
when the company, consisting of two platoons, is formed in 
line and is commanded: by the first sergeant, where does he 
take post after the company is dressed—on the right of the 
compary or in the center along side of the right guide of 
the second platoon! (3) At retreat when the company of two 
platoons is formed in line, and is commanded by the first ser- 
geant, where does he take post during the sounding of “‘re- 
treat” and “to the color’? Answer: (1) Sunday should make 
no difference in informal guard mount; the old guard should 
be turned out for an armed party and should “present arms” 
as the new guard executes “eyes right’’ in marching by. 
(2) It is the obvious intention of the drill regulations not to 
have non-commissioned officers in the line of officers at cere- 
monies; therefore the post of the first sergeant would be on 
the right of the commander of the first platoon, who takes post 
to the right of the right guide of the first platoon. (3) Retreat 
formation is not @ ceremony as set forth in the drill regula- 
tions, and therefore the post of the first sergeant should be 
in front of the center of the company. 

10TH SQDN., A.S., asks: At a funeral of an officer where 
the members of the command are formed in line on either side 
of the grave and unarmed, should the command “uncover” be 
given during the ceremony? Answer: No,

The 4th Field Artillery is patiently awaiting the long prom- 
ised transfer of men from other organizations to enable it to 
carry out the eight weeks’ hike this summer to make the final 
test of pack transportation. The eight weeks’ hike of last 
summer of 1,008 miles to Fort Sill and return was not ac- 
cepted as final and this summer three batteries of the regi- 
ment have been designated to hike again, Battery D to test 
the Simons pack, Battery E an aparejo and Battery F the 
Phillips pack. The regiment is reduced to below 400 men, 
not enough for two peace strength batteries with requisite 
combat and field trains, and therefore finds itself perfectly 
willing but with its hands tied. 

Camp Stanley has been an unusually busy camp during the 

winter and spring, for outside 3f the 4th, which is the only 
permanent regiment stationed here, practically every unit of 
the 2d Division has done its turn here of rifle, machine gun 
or artillery firing. The Ist, 9th, 13th and 20th Infantry 
Regiments have completed their work at Bullis on the rifle 
rnage, while the machine gun troops of these organizations, 
together with all of the other machine gun units in the 8th 
Corps Area, have been here either at school or for regular 
firing practice since December.

The 
regiment is anxiously awaiting the arrival of the new pack 
howitzer promised in April and believed to be nearly ready 
for delivery. The new gun weighs less than the present one, 
fires the 75-mm. or divisional artillery ammunition, and has 
a longer trail, giving a steady position, in contrast to the 
Present piece, which jumps and rolls back when fired and 
cannot be fired with the sight left in. E 

Efforts are being made this week to pick a first team to 
represent the 4th in polo. The officers of the regiment have 
been playing for two months, a regular game between the 
Ist and 2d Battalions being played each Sunday morning and 
scrimmages occurring each Tuesday and Thursday. On the 
squad are Majors McCleave and Avent, Captains Ruppel, Cole, 
Berry, Blakeley, Jones, Knight and Jackson and Lieutenants 
Fox, Bennett and Staples.
